Me SCULLY points an accusing 
finger at the United States Air 
Force and charges that officials are 
manipulating a shrewd scheme to keep 
the public in the dark on the 
assumption that panic would sweep 
the nation if the truth was to be pub- 
lished. He gives the following log: 


On June 24, 1947, Kenneth Arnold, 
a businessman of Boise, Idaho 
flying his own plane, reported seeing 
nine gleaming disks, in the area of 
Mount Rainier “in a diagonal chain- 
like line as if they were linked to- 
gether” (he said). 


On August 9, 1947, Lieutenant Don- 
ald Springer, speaking for the Air 
Force, announced there was no basis 
for belief that the mysterious objects 
actually existed. This, in spite of the 
fact that the Washington Pentagon 
had been recording sightings since Jan- 


uary 1947. 


On or about the middle of January 
1948, the Air Force announced that 
“Project Saucer” was being organized 
for the purpose of collating informa- 
tion and running down reports. 
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On April 27, 1949, a preliminary 
report was issued which stated: 


“The mere existence of some yet un- 
identified flying objects necessitates a 
constant vigilance on the part of Pro- 
ject ‘Saucer’ personnel, and on the part 
of the civilian population. 


“Answers have been — and will be 
— drawn from such factors as guided 
missile research activity, balloons, as- 
tronomical phenomena ... But there 
are still question marks. 


“Possibilities that the saucers are 
foreign aircraft have also been consid- 
ered But observations based on 
nuclear power plant research in this 
country label as ‘highly improbable’ 
the existence on Earth of engines small 
enough to have powered the saucers. 


“Intelligent life on Mars is not im- 
possible but is completely unproven. 
The possibility of intelligent life on 
the Planet Venus is not considered 
completely unreasonable by astrono- 
mers. The saucers are not jokes. Neither 
are they cause for alarm.” 


On December 27, 1949, a spokesman 
for the Air Force announced that “Pro- 
ject Saucer” had been closed. The whole 
thing was labeled a farce. But over- 
emphasis and strong language weak- 
ened the statement. Persons believing 
in saucers were practically dubbed psy- 
copaths and hoaxers. 


On December 30, 1949, the Air Force 
gave newspapermen a_ secret report 
which contained these words: 


“It will never be possible to say with 
certainty that any individual did not see 
a space ship, an enemy missile, or some 
other object.” 


Referring to the possibility of visi- 
tors from space spying on us, the docu- 
ment continued: 


“Such a civilization might observe 
that on Earth we now have atomic 
bombs and are fast developing rock- 
ets. In view of the past history of man-

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HEN CHRIST was born, most of 

the important people missed 

the first Christmas. The Wise Men 

asked the Jerusalem leaders: “Where 

is he that is born King of the Jews? 

for we have seen his star in the east, 
and are come to worship him.” 


Herod the King, deeply interested, 
asked the Chief Priests, the Scribes 
and the Wise Men where the Messiah 
should be born, and they told him: 
“In Bethlehem of Judaea: for thus it 
is written by the prophet, And thou 
Bethlehem, in the land of Juda, art 
not the least among the princes of 
Juda; for out of thee shall come a 
Governor, that shall rule my people 
Israel.” 


But Herod did not trouble himself 
to see the King. Later he sent his sol- 
diers to kill the Baby, but the bird 
had flown from its nest. 


Stranger still was the attitude of 
the Priests. Apparently they had the 
Messianic prophecy on the tip of their 
tongues and quoted it glibly to Herod. 
They did not, however, follow their 
knowledge with action. They made no 
pilgrimage to Bethlehem to see the 
King about whom they quoted proph- 
ecy. In other words, they knew all 
about Christmas but missed it. 





Millions in our land are missing 
Christmas today for they know only 
the outer accompaniments and _ little 
of its inner content. A few, like the 
shepherds and the Wise Men have 
Christmas in their hearts. They alone 
know the true meaning of Christmas. 


I have endeavored to preach sound 
doctrine at Christmastime, to give the 
theological meaning and _ significance 
of the angels’ song over the Judean 
hills and of the Wise Men and the 
shepherds who came to Bethlehem’s 
Manger. I have also spoken of John’s 
thundering theological treatise, of the 
glorious incarnation: “And the Word 
was made flesh, and dwelt among us, 
(and we beheld his glory, the glory 
as of the only begotten of the Father,) 
full of grace and truth.” 


At this season may God lead us all 
to Bethlehem and so worship as to get 
Christmas in our hearts. 

I. IF WE ARE TO HAVE CHRISTMAS IN THE 
HEART IT MUST BEGIN LONG BEFORE 
CHRISTMAS DAY. 

We are becoming inveterate cele- 
brators of days and seasons, and like 
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stage people we often become “quick- 
change artists.” 


Intensely patriotic, we have flags on 
July 4, and wear garments of praise 
and thankfulness with considerable 
awkwardness the last Thursday of No- 
vember. We plunge along _pell-mell 
with world life and religious indiffer- 
ence until a week previous to Easter 
and then put on the robes of piety 
and celebrate Good Friday and East- 
er Sunday. Off we go into normalcy 
of life again. 


Radio programs are making fixations 
of these periodic moods. Needing “oc- 
casions” to help build up variety in 
their programs, radio plays up the 
seasons’ sentiment, weaving them 
threadbare as they drain the last drop 
of possible humor, color, drama, mu- 
sic and what not from the psychology 
of the season. They sing “Silent Night! 
Holy Night!” and “Hark! the Herald 
Angels Sing” for a week without a 
qualm of conscience or a blush of 
shame, and switch abruptly into the 
hilarious “Auld Lang Syne” or “How 
Dry I Am” to celebrate the New Year. 


The true Christmas spirit, however, 
is perennial. Who can say exactly on 
what day of the year Christmas begins 
if our hearts are in tune with the In- 
finite? Autumn passes, but it seems 
too soon to think of winter. Thanks- 
giving is rich in meditation upon the 
goodness of God. Then we suddenly 
begin to feel within us a quickening 
and a warmth, an overflowing of good 
will to all the world, and we know that 
Christmas has begun in our hearts. 


Beware, however, lest we are plunged 
into Christmas thoughtlessly, lest in 
hurrying and scurrying about on er- 
rands, however dear, we find ourselves 
like those in Bethlehem who went 
to the Inn, but failed to see the Man- 
ger. Millions are so busy preparing 
the Inn that they neglect the Manger. 
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Our lives can easily become so 
filled with festivity and merriment 
that there will be no room for the real 
meaning of Christmastime — that God 
has inserted Himself into world life 
in the person of His Son. Gift giving, 
without a vision of “God’s unspeak- 
able gift,” leaves us defrauded by the 
husks and wearied by the tinsel. 








Il. IF WE ARE TO KNOW CHRISTMAS IN 
THE HEART WE MUST REJECT THE 
WORLD’S COUNTERFEIT CHRISTMAS. 


Christmastime has become so crowd- 
ed with “outwardness,” for many the 
content is gone. The gift trumpery—the 
color, the paraphernalia — instead of 
being the decorative element of solid 
appreciation, has become the central 
idea. It is essentially counterfeit and 
can easily degenerate into a mere cele- 
bration cheapened by chunks of dead 
materialism. 


It is the Inn, and not the Manger 
and its contents that seemingly interest 
us. But the Inn always crumbles into 
the dust of oblivion; the Manger re- 
mains. The Inn is Christmas outward- 
ness; the Manger is Christ! 


“Christmas added to this world of 
outside experience is really only one 
more burden laid on our bent backs. 
Christmas, with its plethora of  gri- 
macing cards to be addressed, is only 
one more mockery, promising peace 
and giving us only tiredness. 


“For Christmas cannot be added to 
the outside, if it is to be really Christ- 
mas. Christmas must come to us from 
within, and must be an inner event, 





for it is part of that kingdom of God 
which is within us — that kingdom 
for want of which the present world, 
shut out and glutted with its own mock- 
ing treasure, is quickly driving itself 
to distraction!” — So wrote Margaret 


Lee Runbeck. 


What have we done about Christmas 
preparations? We have our gifts wrap- 
ped? Yes. We have the tree decorated 
and the meal prepared? Yes. But have 
we neglected to prepare our hearts? 
Bishop Brooks knew the truth when 
he wrote . 


O holy child of Bethlehem 
Descend to us, we pray; 

Cast out our sin, and enter in; 
Be born in us today. 


Only the heart can truly celebrate 
Christmas. Many of God’s people have 
little better than the world’s counter- 
feit. When we have this Christmas with- 
in, its glory and beauty can transform 
all our outward circumstances. 


Available to us is the “Transform- 
ing Presence,” abiding through the 
destructiveness of the passing years. 
As the grey years tear away more and 
more of the fabric of life, it is satisfying 
to know that Jesus the Babe was born 
in Bethlehem and is our “constant con- 
temporary.” 


Sir Robert Scott, British explorer, 
ordering the party to turn their dog 
teams back from the South Pole to 
make the long perilous journey to their 
boat, never reached it, for blizzards 
made traveling impossible, and one af- 
ter another of the party died out there 
in the antarctic waste. 


Many months later a rescue party 
found Captain Scott’s tent, and in his 
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diary almost the last entry written with 
frozen fingers, was: “As we sit here 
in this barren waste we think of home 
and our beloved ones ... Yet we are 
cheered for it seems that there are three 
of us here, not just two. It is Jesus 
and His presence that comforts us. All 
along He seems to have journeyed with 
us.” 


In contradistinction to this is the 
story of an old Negro woman who 
lived in a rude cabin in the hills of 
Virginia. All her family had died. When 
a traveler passing by called out a 
friendly greeting and asked who lived 
there, she answered gaily, “Nobody but 
me and Jesus.” 


We must have a deep consciousness 
of this living presence in the drab 
world this Christmastime, the Christ 
who is the same yesterday, today and 
forever. 


III. WITH CHRISTMAS IN OUR HEARTS WE 
SHALL APPROPRIATE THE BLESSINGS 
THAT CHRIST’S COMING PROMISED THE 
WORLD. 


Many complain that the angel song 
has never been fulfilled. True, but 
“peace on earth” was less a prophecy 
than a proclamation. Peace was avail- 
able, the angels said, to men of good 
will. But men have rejected that peace. 


The world totters on the edge of 
the abyss of another war, but for those 
who have let Christ in, there is peace, 
for everything that Christ came to bring 
is available to our hearts this Christ- 
mastime. He is to bring peace to the 
world, but now there is personal peace: 
the peace of pardon. 


There is also the peace of trust — 
the realization that no matter what 
state the world is in we are safe in 
God’s keeping, “Casting all your care 
upon Him, for He careth for you.” 


And there is the peace of waiting for 
Christ’s coming and Kingdom. The 
prophecies concerning Christ’s King- 
ship are to have terrible fulfillment. 
This world is to be judged and purified. 
Righteousness is to cover the earth as 
the waters cover the sea. 


So we celebrate Christmas within our 
hearts, letting the world’s counterfeit 
go by. We shall lay hold upon Jesus 
with our hearts, in the sincerity that 
the baby’s hands lay hold upon the 
btight Christmas toy. Perhaps there 
will be a new miracle for us if we do. 


Many years ago, when Helen Keller 
was a young girl, shut off from all 
communication with the world by the 
impenetrable curtain of blindness and 
the prison wall of deafness, her teacher 
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labored with her for hours trying to 
get a message through. Then came the 


day when the teacher wanted her to 
learn about God. 


Who could be better fitted than the 
great preacher, Phillips Brooks, to let 


the sunlight of God’s love in ? Bishop 
Brooks was asked to let the little girl 








place her fingertips on his lips as he 
talked in simple language about God 
and His revelation in the person of 
Jesus Christ. The features of Helen 
Keller began to work as her body 
grew tense and rigid. Suddenly she 
could stand it no longer and she cried 
out: “I knew Him! I knew Him! I did 
not know His name, but I knew Him! 


WASHINGTON REPORT 














ELLO Defender readers! This is 
Upton Close, reporting from Cap- 


itol Hill. 


An amusing spectacle from the news: 
The horseplay going on at Ellis Island 
and other entry ports. Scores of peo- 
ple from other countries who fought 
Russia and are bitter against Com- 
munism, are being detained or turned 
back under the new law meant to ex- 
clude Communists. 


I am sure this is uproariously funny 
to the socialists and pinks and organ- 
izations who fought the law so hard, 
and that make a profession of protect- 
ing the civil rights of Communists, 
but at the same time destroying the 
civil rights of anti-Communists. This 
gang interferes with the civil rights 
of anyone who exposes Communism, 
by calling him Fascist or anti-Semite 
or anti-labor. They intimidate those 
who do business with him, in the effort 
to destroy his right to free expression 
and even to make a living. 


Now, something else that seemed 
funny to certain people, was the fuss 
over flags during United Nations week, 
and since. But it has a mighty serious 
side. 


United Nations week did not accom- 
plish much for United Nations, but 
it showed up the people among us 
who want to get rid of the United 
States, even before there is anything 
to put in place of national authority. 
Many internationalists and World Fed- 
eralists tried to put the United Na- 
tions flag above the Stars and Stripes. 
Some insisted on displaying the flag 
of Soviet Russia along with Old Glory 
and the flags of other nations. 


In some places, local authorities 


upheld the strange flag. In others, 

















those who objected to putting the 
United Nations flag above or in place 
of Old Glory, were supported by the 
police and other authorities. 


In Colorado, Attorney General Metz- 
ger tried to enforce a state law pro- 
hibiting the display of the Russian 
flag. A local American Legion adju- 
tant opposed him — a very strange 
action for a legionnaire! Said this Mr. 
Binder: “Russia is a member of the 
United Nations. It’s not up to the 
Legion post or the city of Denver 
to dictate to the United Nations.” 


I wonder if Mr. Binder believes 
it is up to the United Nations to dic- 
tate to the city of Denver or the Le- 
gion post, that they shall fly the Rus- 
sian flag? I wonder if Denver tax- 
payers are not a little baffled at being 
forced to give their money and sons 
to fight Russian imperialism, while 
at the same time being forced to do 
honor to the Russian flag. 


Does Adjutant Binder think the 
American flag or even the United 
Nations flag, is flown in Soviet Russia 
or elsewhere in the Communist world 
today? Does he think that in Russia 
or any other country in the whole

world, the United Nations flag would 
be flown above the national flag? 


How silly, as well as rude, to put 
the United Nations flag above Old 
Glory. United Nations authority does 
not exist. The idea of the United Na- 
tions is the equal participation of sov- 
ereign nations in cooperative action. 


People who try to put our own na- 
tion underneath some other authority 
have impractical minds because there 
is no higher authority as yet to put 
ourselves under. And they have per- 
verted minds that psychologists call 
masochist, which means trying to make 


useless sacrifices of themselves and 
their kin. 
If United Nations authority did 


exist, or if a World Federalist gov- 
ernment could be created today, our 
Defense Department under Marshall 
would not be striving so hard to bring 
about a united European command to 
stand against Russia. That is the chief 
anxiety of our neck-deep government 
right now. 

But something more important and 


scandalous has come up than this alien 
flag worship by misguided or reu- 
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rotic citizens. That is the deliberate 
disrespect for the Stars and Stripes 
and the breaking of federal law by 
that executive department which has 
grown into a cancerous monster, con- 
sidering itself bigger than all the rest 
of the government and us citizens com- 
bined — the Department of State. 


The State Department gave a recep- 
tion on United Nations Day. It put 
the Stars and Stripes in 57th place 
at the foot of the stairway! Any gov- 
ernment in the world, honoring other 
governments, puts its own flag at the 
head of the flag procession. United 
States law requires this arrangement, 
called “protocol.” Our State Depart- 
ment is the official custodians of pro- 
tocol. 


Let me quote from the angry declara- 
tion issued by Senator Edward Martin 
of Pennsylvania, a general in the U.S. 
Army, a war hero: “The shameful 
action of the State Department in dis- 
playing the Flag of the United States 
below that of 56 other nations is so 
shocking that I shall ask an investiga- 
tion by the Senate. Those responsible 
are not qualified to represent the Flag. 
I shall ask that they be ousted. In 
addition to their disrespect for the 
Flag, they have defied the intent of a 
Congressional resolution which  for- 
bids placing any flag above the Stars 
and Stripes.” 


Senator Martin then says he is in- 
formed that a State Department of- 
ficial asserted: “Since the Congres- 
sional resolution carries no_ penalty, 
no one need obey it.” 


If it’s a matter of obeying only be- 
cause there are penalties, how about 
Congress putting a few penalties on 
State Department boys who betray and 
flout the Flag and people they are 
sworn and hired to serve? 


Funny, too, and serious at the same 
time, have been the State Depart- 
ment’s bulletins that red China would 
not send aid to the red Koreans. More 
wishful thinking! And surely we who 
are paying and dying now to fight off 
Communist aggressors would enjoy a 
belly laugh at millionaire Averill Har- 
riman’s bland statement that he and 
his crew — who turned the world over 
to Stalin, underestimated Red perfidy. 


But it’s an evil joke on us that 
Truman is putting this trustful Har- 
riman individual in charge of our Rus- 
sian relations again. 

The big laugh of the hour is the 
Filipino gentleman’s comeback at our 
self-righteous, striped-pants boys who 
said Chiang Kai-shek’s government was 
corrupt and should be replaced, and 
who say Syngman Rhee’s Korean gov- 
ernment is corrupt and must be kept 
from taking North Korea, and one of 
whom, an Acheson associate named 
Bell, has written up the vulnerable 
Philippines government. Sooner or later 
some Asiatic was bound to bite back, 
and it came right at election time. 


“In the matter of graft and corrup- 
tion,” it read, “Filipinos are mere pik- 
ers compared to their more accomplish- 
ed and eminently successful mentors. 
With more time and greater chances 
they will yet show that they can equal 
or even surpass the stink familiar and 
now taken for granted in Washington. 
The Filipinos are getting it in the neck 
because they are not rich enough to 
cover up their own stink and be lofty 
and moral about it before a devastated 
and hungry world.” 


I was in Lufkin, Texas a few days 
ago and I talked with a man who was 
in the struggle against Communism 
from the start, and suffered a lot for 
it. His name is Martin Dies. He was 
14 years in Congress. 


Do you remember his Un-American 
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ed for exposing Communists in addi- 
tion to anti-Semites? Texas people are 
proud of Martin Dies today, and he 
still looks extraordinarily young and 
in fighting trim. 


Well, I invited him to share time 
with me on my nation-wide broadcast 
for the week and this is the way we 
chatted into the microphone: 


“Mr. Dies, would you tell us how 
it looks to you today, after what you 
did back there and after what you suf. 
fered for doing? 


“DIES: Well, about 95 per cent of 
our findings have been confirmed by 
subsequent events, by things that have 
happened in the past five or six years. 


“Many of the people we exposed as 
far back as 1938 and who denied they 
were Communists and were defended 
by the Roosevelt Administration have 
since been convicted and it is now 
unanimously agreed that they were 
Communists. In fact, many of them, 
like Lee Pressman and Nathan Witt 
and John Abt and others who denounc- 
ed the Committee and called us pro- 
Fascist because we exposed them, have 
now confessed that they were Com- 
munists at the time we exposed them. 


“In fact, I have made a careful 
check. From 1938 to 1945 we exposed 
two thousand government officials and 
employees who were involved in the 
Communist conspiracy. You probably 
recall that as a result of that expose, 
President Roosevelt issued a_ public 
statement in which he characterized our 
procedure as sordid. 


“CLOSE: Sordid was the first word, 
and then it became ‘Red Herring.’ 


“DIES:  That’s right. In_ recent 
months I checked that list against the 
government records and found that 95 
per cent of the two thousand we ex- 
posed have been quietly let out of the 
government service or transferred out 
of Washington. In other words, it 
wasn’t done with any publicity. It was 
done by permitting them to resign. 


“CLOSE: Yes. 


“DIES: So that while they didn’t 
want to acknowledge that they had

permitted these two thousand to stay 
on the public payroll for ten years 
after they had been exposed as Com- 
munists, nevertheless, they did fear 
them and got rid of them by the ex- 
pedient of permitting them to resign.

“DIES: There is just one thing I 
hope happens, Upton. When you get 
back to Washington I would like very 
much for Mrs. Roosevelt to make a 
frank confession. Do you suppose you 
could get that done? Dorothy Thomp- 
son made a very frank confession. 


“CLOSE: Well, I don’t know any- 


body who can be sure of getting a 
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confession out of Mrs. Roosevelt. But 
it has been mighty fine to have you 
with us, Mr. Dies.”

POLIO SUCCESSFULLY TREATED

histories of cures were presented. 














OLIOMYELITIS, or as it is called 
in our schools, anterior-poliomye- 
litis, affects the anterior horn of the 
spinal cord, which, being motor in its 
action, causes victims of this dread 
scourge to become crippled. Because the 
motor tract of the cord and brain has 
been interrupted, those affected are 
no longer able to walk or handle them- 
selves. 


The malady leaves its victims help- 
less, in most cases, and unable to move 
around with their fellow men as they 
were accustomed to do before being 
stricken. Polio is worse than cancer, 
for the latter patients die in a few 
months or a year or two if denied the 
Koch therapy. But victims of polio 
may be left wholly or partially help- 
less for days, weeks, months, years or 
a lifetime. 


Today, when walking along the 
streets of any city or town in the world, 
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one usually notices some poor individ- 
ual limping with his or her feet 
spread out and the knees buckling so 
that it is hard for them to navigate. 
They may be on crutches, or be wear- 
ing braces on one or both legs, besides 
using crutches. 


To me, there are few more pitiable 
sights than to see a child, boy or man 
dragging his poor body along, trying 
to be cheerful yet hardly able to stay 
on his feet. It is even worse to see a 
girl, young woman or middle aged wo- 
man trying to make her way along a 
busy street hampered by leg braces and 
crutches. We expect our women to be 
able to get around easily and to be 
active. 


This pitiful picture could be avoid- 
ed, if some action or movement were 
started that would draw the attention 
of our federal courts, or the legislative 
bodies of our cities, states and national 
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Congress to this terrible scourge and 
the reason for its continuation ... that 
is, the part the Polio Foundation 
takes in belittling the only remedy 
there is today, the Koch therapy. By 
so doing, the Foundation continues to 
collect large sums of money from peo- 
ple, most of whom believe that the 
medical profession can do no wrong. 


Mothers’ and fathers’ clubs should 
adopt a long-range program to negate 
the propaganda of the National Founda- 
tion of Infantile Paralysis and its af- 
filiates, through the press and pulpit, 
as well as by the radio. By petitions 
to city councils, the state legislatures 
and to the United States Congress, these 
clubs could show and prove to those 
bodies that the propaganda issued by 
the National Foundation is not to be 
relied upon. 


If their voices are loud and persis- 
tent enough, action will be taken. Peti- 
tion Congress to hold hearings on polio. 
Cite them to the methods the Polio 
Foundation uses to collect monies from 
the public without rendering fair re- 
turns. Then petition the Congress to 
annul any and all restrictions placed 
against the Christian Medical Research 
League, which hampers the use of the 
Koch therapy. Enlist the services of 
one or more Senators and the same in 
the House of Representatives to take 
the matter up in their respective bodies 
and to write laws and introduce them 
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in both houses at the same time, giving 
the true facts in the case. The aim 
would be the nullification of the present 
injunction standing against the Koch 
therapy. 

It is my pleasure today to present 
two cases of poliomyelitis which were 
acute on the 6th of August last year. 
One is Miss Jennie Annabel Whitener, 
age thirteen years at that time; the 
other is Miss Karen Mae Whitener, 
age nine years when the injection was 
given. 

They had been ordered to the Isola- 
tion Hospital in St. Louis and to get 
them there as quickly as possible. The 
father, Homer S. Whitener, of Farm- 
ington, Missouri, telephoned me _ at 
three o’clock in the afternoon of the 
5th of August and asked for advice. 


I told him to bring the girls to St. 
Louis to my office as quickly as pos- 
sible, even if it were midnight or after, 
without fail. He brought them and I 
gave each an injection of Glyoxylide, 
at 1:30 A.M. Sunday morning, the 6th 
of August, 1949. They were taken back 
home immediately. Each of the girls 
had one leg paralyzed, and the muscles 
of their backs, arms and necks were 
becoming stiff and rigid. 








Mr. Whitener, the father, called me 
on the next Wednesday morning, three 
days later to say that the girls had just 
come down stairs and they were normal. 
I had the father bring them back once 
or twice for treatment and observation, 
but had not seen them for nearly a 
year. Then about a month ago they re- 
turned to me owing to some difficulty 
with their vision. 

They are both doing nicely and you 
will observe when they walk across the 
platform that they have the appearance 
of healthy young ladies. I will lay on 
the table a copy of the Farmington 
News, the newspaper published in the 
town where they live, which contains 
a sworn statement by the parents of 
these two girls, setting forth the facts 





even more specifically than I have 
stated them. You will notice that the 
statement shows the vision of both 
young ladies to be improving. 


It is wonderfully satisfying to clear 
up acute cases in this manner, and it 
should be provided by law that all 
acute cases should be so handled in- 
stead of by the Polio Foundation meth- 
od, which is slow death. The above 
will suffice for the acute cases of polio. 
Chronic polio is worthy of much con- 
sideration. 


I affirm on the basis of experience 
that most chronic cases can be cured 
by the Koch therapy if only the vic- 
tims can be persuaded to take the treat- 
ment. There is so much opposition 
through criminal propaganda, that it 
often results in crippling for these poor 
deluded and misinformed victims and 
their families. Too often friends are 
our worst enemies in dealing with sick- 
nesses. They mean well, but lack know]- 
edge and their minds are frequently 
clouded by prejudice. You will find 
that the public is always opposed to 
that about which it is not informed. 
Eighty-five per cent of the people do 
little thinking for themselves. They are 
of the “me too” class, who always vote 
as they are told. Ten per cent of the 
people “think that they think,” but only 
five per cent really think. Test your 
acquaintances and you will find this is 
true. Then begin to educate yourself 
and think for yourself. Truth will live. 
The Koch therapy is truth. 


March 30, 1949, a young man nine- 
teen years of age, named John Shelton, 
of Chesterfield, Missouri, was brought 
to me suffering from polio. He was 
carried into my office. After eight 
months in the Isolation Hospital, he 
had been sent to me in a wheel chair. 
They were unable to get him onto his 
feet, even with braces and crutches. 
He came to me after three years of this 
kind of imprisonment. 

I gave him the injection of Glyox- 


ylide. Today that young man goes to 
school by bus. He drives his automo- 
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bile, plays ball and walks everywhere 
without the use of his crutches. Is he 
proud and happy? Is he? 


Miss Lucy May Arth, twenty years 
of age and living in the same district 
as John Shelton, was stricken when 
eight years of age. To complicate it, 
when just three months old she had 
taken a mouthful of lye out of a can 
setting by her high chair. This drew 
her mouth out of shape so she could 
hardly be understood. Her legs were 
spastic and she walked jerkily, even 
with crutches. 


I gave her the injection of Glyox- 
ylide May 5, 1949. Her friends say 
that she walks around now without 
crutches and the spasticity of the legs 
has gone. She helps with the house 
work, whereas she had previously to be 
waited on all the time. Her mother 
had to give her baths, but now she takes 
her own. Before, she could not sit in 
the rear seat of an automobile by her- 
self, but now she holds herself erect 
without assistance. Moreover, one can 
easily understand everything she says, 
for her mouth is no longer drawn out 
of shape. 


Mrs. Georgia Kneipper, living in II- 
linois, forty-six years of age, had polio 
for thirty-two years. She walked with 
two crutches, but could not stand on 
her feet without them. She wore no 
braces, but had to sit down, except 
when on the crutches. 


I gave her the injection of Glyox- 
ylide on September 18, 1949, Three 
months ago she went home in perfect 
health, without the use of a crutch or 
cane. She does all the house work and 
shopping at the friend’s home where 
she is staying. It she happy? 


Two other patients are lovely little 
girls from Devil’s Elbow, Missouri. 
One, eleven years of age has had polio 
since she was eighteen months old. Her 
little sister, age three, has had it for 
six months. I gave them both the in- 
jection on April 15, 1950. The older 
one, Emmogene Ross, wore braces on 
both legs as well as a body-brace and 
walked with two crutches. The younger 
sister, Glenda Faye Ross, wore a brace 
on the left leg. 


She took the brace off after a couple 
of weeks and will not put it on again. 
She walks well and has only a slightly 
noticeable limp. Emmogene has dis- 
carded all of her braces and walks only 
with her crutches. She is growing 
stronger, and in my office, walks with- 
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out the crutches. I had hoped to have 
her strong enough to bring with me, 
but she is hardly able. Another month 
and she will be walking without her 
crutches. She had a bad curvature of 
the spine, but I have corrected that. 
These are both sweet girls whom any- 
one would love. 


I have another case, Mrs. Helen Jen- 
ney, of Youngstown, Ohio, who is thir- 
ty-eight years of age and has had polio 
for three years. She has two children, 
a son nine years of age, and a daugh- 
ter four. I gave her the injection on 
August 17, 1950. She wears a brace 
on her right leg and walks with two 
crutches. I have been trying to push 
her recovery so that I could bring her 
to the convention as an example of 
what can be done with these cases, but 
I could not make it. 


Mrs. Jenney is a beautiful young ma- 
tron with a college education who will 
make a name for herself in the literary 
field. She has encountered resistance 
and objections from all sides, but 
has been reading everything she can get 
regarding the Koch therapy, and I feel 
she is now well informed.

_ WHOM It May Concern: 


We, the undersigned, who are the par- 
ents of Jennie Annabel, age 13, and Kar- 
en Mae, age 9, make this statement of 
our own free will upon request of Dr. 
A. D. Nichols, 1222 American Hotel, St. 
Louis, Mo., that polio victims might be 
cured of their afflictions, as well as other 
diseases by Koch therapy. 


On Wednesday, July 26, 1949, our two 
girls took down with a fever. On the 
27th, we took them to our family doctor, 
Dr. L. M. Stanfield, who gave them a 
shot of penicillin and said the symptoms 
showed polio, also one of the girls show- 
ed typhoid fever or it could be undulant 
fever. We brought them home and put 
them to bed and began to doctor them 
like we were told they doctored in the 
hospitals, and that was to administer 
hot, wet packs to afflicted parts as well 
as massaging them. 


On Saturday, Aug. 6th, we took them 
back to Dr. Stanfield, who drew the 
blood for a test, and said come back 
Tuesday or Wednesday for report on 
same. Arrangements were made also, to 
have the polio test with our County 
Health doctor, Dr. S. A. Lanzafame, who 
drew the fluid and made the test, about 
12 o’clock noon, August 6th. I called 
him at 3 o’clock the same day for re- 
port. He advised it was polio and that he 
had made arrangements to receive them 


at St. Anthony’s Hospital in St. Louis, 
and for me to get them up there as 
quickly as possible. 


I told him I intended to call a doctor 
in St. Louis first, who claimed to have 
a cure for polio. He advised against it. 
Also Dr. Stanfield told me he thought 
I was very foolish to take them to Dr. 
Nichols in St. Louis instead of sending 
them to St. Anthony’s Hospital. Dr. Lan- 
zafame also told me that the A.M.A., 
with all the millions behind it, would 
be using it if there was a cure for polio. 


We got the girls, who were becoming 
paralyzed in their backs, legs and hips— 
both of them were unable to bend over, 
to Dr. Nichols’ office in St. Louis, around 
10:30 St. Louis time, that same night. 
Between 12 o’clock and 1 o’clock, he 
came in and gave an injection to each 
one of them. We brought them home 
and you could see an improvement in 
Annabel’s condition on the way. 


On the following Tuesday, August 9th, 
we could see a marked improvement in 
their condition and a daily improvement 
since. Their soreness and lameness was 
beginning to leave them. We took them 
back to Dr. Nichols on the following 
dates for Osteopathic rubs; August 13th, 
August 20th, and August 28th. 


On August 12th, I got the report from 
Dr. Stanfield on blood test not expecting 
anything other than polio. Annabel’s 
test showed typhoid fever. He said to 
bring her in for another blood test but 
to date have not been back. Annabel 
vomited on Wednesday, Thursday and 
Saturday after receiving injections, but 
not since. 


Before the injection of Glyoxylide, they 
were helpless in their backs and legs, 
could not bend over to wash their feet 
or put on shoes and stockings. Karen 
Mae could hardly walk, affliction in 
her left leg; she fell down twice before 
injection, while trying to walk. 

At the present date of writing, Au- 
gust 29, 1949, they are well along the 
road to recovery and show very little 
effects of the polio and Annabel none 
of the effects of the typhoid fever, with 
exception of loss in weight. Are eating 
good and feel good. There is a cure for 
polio, however contrary this remark is 
to the A.M.A. statements. At least we 
find it so with our two girls.

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CHRIST'S BRETHREN 


A review of Dr. Lowry’s new book on the 
relation of Christianity to Judaism. 


“Early Christians did not take their family tree 
with them to church. No racial priorities existed in 


the minds of 











the Apostles.” 











“ 7>HRIST’S BRETHREN” is the title 

of a new book by Dr. Cecil J. 
Lowry, which Bible-believing Chris- 
tians should read with an open mind. 


It will clear up a great deal of 
confused thinking among those who 
subscribe to the mistaken theory that 
unbelieving Jews are “God’s chosen 
people.” 


Some well-meaning Bible students 
hold, rather nebulously, to the idea 
of “racial salvation.” They would ob- 
ject to having it called by this name 
... but their views add up to exactly 
that! 


They have accepted as fact, certain 
pre-digested fallacies, promoted by Ju- 
daizers. 


Those who believe in Jewish superi- 
ority over other races, are indebted 
to the Talmud rather than the Word of 
God, for their ideas. 


The early Church encountered a 
similar problem. Paul used stern meas- 
ures when faced with the necessity of 
weeding out the tares of Judaism, 
which had taken root in the field of 


the Church. 


In Galations 1:13-15, he wrote re- 
4 4 wad | mee ligi ) bP] be- 
pudiating the ews’ religion, 
cause, “It pleased God, who separated 
me from my mother’s womb, and 
called me by his grace.” 


The apostle was born a Jew, of 
his mother’s womb. But in accepting 
Christ, his nationality was swallowed 
up by God’s grace and he became a 
member of the new creation. 


Acts 4:12 forever invalidates the 
untenable, unscriptural notion of Jew- 
ish favoritism. “For there is none oth- 
er name under heaven given among 
men, whereby we must be saved.” 





The reference is, of course, to the 
name of Christ — which the Jews as 
a nation blaspheme by their rejection. 
God knows no racial preferment. 


Dr. Lowry rejects the widely ac- 
cepted view, that the term “brethren,” 
found in such New Testament passages 
as Matthew 25:40, should be _ inter- 
preted as flattering references to Jew- 
ry. This explains why he chose the 
words, “Christ’s Brethren” as the title 


for his book. 


From this premise, the text broad- 
ens into a Scriptural discussion, cov- 
ering the entire field of Christian and 
Jewish relations. In four chapters, the 
Author smashes with devastating ef- 
fect, various Judaistic philosophies cur- 
rently expounded by certain misguided 
Bible teachers. 


Persons poisoned by propaganda 
pouring from the mills of the “Na- 


tional Conference of Christians and 
Jews,” also need to read what Dr. 
Lowry has written. 

* * * 


“Whosoever shall do the will of my 
Father which is in heaven, the same 
is my brother, and sister, and mother.” 


This clear statement by the Saviour 
would seem to establish beyond ques- 
tion the identity of Christ’s brethren, 
obviating the necessity of any further 
discussion. 
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But since misleading doctrines have 
been initiated, Dr. Lowry decided to 
prepare a treatise on the subject — 
a work which readers will generally 
agree, brings with it the stamp of 
finality. His views are in accordance 
with the teachings of the Church fa- 
thers. 


The document considers two oppos- 
ing doctrines and different schools of 
thought. First, the position of present- 
day racists which makes the physical 
seed of Jacob to be Christ’s brethren, 
and ... second, the Scriptural position 
which declares that born again be- 
lievers, regardless of race, are Christ’s 
true brethren. 


Our Lord was not a racist, says the 
Author. He did not come to dissemi- 
nate racial philosophy or to exalt one 
race above another ... but rather, to 
teach that His Father was no respector 
of persons. 


Early Christians did not take their 
“family tree” with them to Church. 
No racial priorities existed in the 
minds of the Apostles. The doctrine 
of the Church has always been that 
men gain special privileges, and sus- 
tain a favored relationship with God 
only through becoming His children 
by supernatural regeneration. 


“The racial heresy of the Pharisees 
is paraded in the historical records of 
Christ’s ministry,” writes Dr. Lowry. 
“ “We are Abraham’s seed,’ they boast- 
ed, but the Lord’s rejoinder was quite 
different. ‘Ye are of your father the 
devil,’ was His verdict.” 


Jesus charged the rabbis with the 
destruction of the Scriptures through 
their unsavory traditions. In reality, 
He was condemning their vicious and 
voluminous Talmudic writings which 
had their origin in Babylon during 
the captivity. The Talmud supercedes 
the Old Testament as the “sacred book 
of the Jews,” and only a glance at its 
contents is necessary to see that these 
“traditions” are the fountainhead of 
present-day racism. 


How contrary to the age old doc- 
trines of the Church are these teach- 
ings of Jewish superiority! Strangely, 
they are being promoted today by cer- 
tain dogmatic teachers who too often 
give the impression that they regard 
themselves as being infallible. 


Even though Jews be found infidels, 
agnostics, Communists and_ evolution- 
ists, they are regarded by these ultra- 
dispensationalists as “untouchable” and 
beyond the level of criticism. No such 
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nonsense is remotely suggested in the 
New Testament. 


“The racists have bound the Cre- 
ator hand and foot by their ropes 
woven of human blood and mythical 
covenants,” writes Dr. Lowry. “God’s 
great prophetic clock is supposed to 
have stopped dead in its tracks, be- 
cause the Jews no longer cooperate 
with Him. Have they forgotten that 
had it not been for the intercession 
of Moses, God would have destroyed 
the entire nation? God’s program 
marches on. His clock never stops.” 


The “non-destructibility” of the Jew- 
ish race is supposed by some to be 
a tremendous point in the prophetic 
plan which they have evolved. But, 
post-diluvian history knows of the 
destruction of no race, says Dr. Low- 
ry. The term “genocide” is a word 
of recent coinage, having no historical 
or literal value.

HAPTER TWO is entitled “Christ’s 
Brethren Are Christians,” and 
among other important matters, con- 
siders the question of the nationality 
of Jesus. 


Dr. Lowry grinds no axes in his 
book. He makes a transparent search 
for truth and maintains a cool head 
toward controversial issues. 


Jesus was of mixed parentage, even 
if it is admitted that Mary contributed 
to His humanity. He never once spoke 
of Himself as a Jew, but always as 
the Son of Man. 


The entire house of Jacob, from the 
beginning, was a mixed race. Descend- 
ants of Abraham have a _ hereditary 
background that includes Egyptian, 
Canaanitish, Babylonian, Assyrian, Mo- 
abitesh and Persian blood. They con- 
stantly intermarried. The same _ holds 
true to this day. David was as mixed 
racially as the average Englishman, 
and Solomon’s mother was a Hittite. 
These facts are upsetting to our mod- 
ern theological racists. 


“The Bible records show that the 
races of humanity are represented in 
Christ’s human nature, which nature 
was made sinless by the miracle of 
His divine conception,” says Dr. Low- 
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ry. “He became a kinsman of the 
entire race; truly the son of the human 
race, and the Son of God. 


“To prove that heredity has no 
connection with Christ’s great Broth- 
erhood, He stretched His hand toward 
His disciples, saying, ‘Whosoever shall 
do the will of my Father which is in 
heaven, the same is my brother, and sis- 
ter, and mother.’ If racial affinity con- 
stituted men as Christ’s brethren, He 
would have pointed toward His own 
mother and brethren. Since He passed 
them by, the race issue is excluded once 
and forever.” 


* * * 


HAPTER THREE, entitled “The 
Holy Universal Church,” silhou- 

ettes the main issue of the controversy 
against a Scriptural background, name- 
ly ... the effect of Judaistic doctrines 


in the life of the Church. 


A corollary of the racial heresy is 
that Christ’s Church was improvised to 
meet an emergency, brought into ex- 
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istence to carry on God’s work until 
such time as the Jews should be ready 
to take it up again. 


For nearly two thousand years, 
Christians have taught that the Church 
was born of God; that she, the New 
Covenant Israel of God, superceded 
literal Israel by divine appointment, 
and that this succession was decreed 
by God before the creation of the 
world. Theological racism would ne- 
gate this concept. 


The Church fathers believed in the 
eternal nature of the Church. Pre- 
millenialists, such as Tertullian and 
Justin Martyr, defended it potently. 
Eusebius, Origen, Augustine and Je- 
rome stood shoulder to shoulder in the 
teaching that the Church was antici- 
pated in the mind of God. 


Dr. Lowry writes: “This traditional 
doctrine, with its Apostolic authority, 
was never challenged, except by Juda- 
ism, until the middle of the last cen- 
tury, when something ‘new under the 
Christian sun’ was born. Its birth- 
places were England and Ireland. Its 
father was a British theologian; its 
mother was ancient Pharisaism. 


“When this abortive child opened 
its mother’s womb, and saw the light 
of day, it bore the marks of the 
racism in which it was conceived. This 
mongrel immediately opened its mouth 
to speak, in the name of ‘newly re- 
vealed’ or ‘present-day truth.’ One of 
its chief revelations has been that 
the Church was not seen by the proph- 
ets ... that the prophecies contain 
a message for literal Israel only, and 
as a result of Israel’s rejection of 
their King, the Church was sandwiched 
in between their rejection and restora- 
tion.” 


This teaching, to Dr. Lowry, is noth- 
ing short of blasphemy. He wishes 
to know how one could hope to recon- 
cile it with the plain statement of the 
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Master that, “The gates of hell shall 
not prevail against my church.” 








The ultra-dispensationalists are fond 
of quoting one of their leaders, prom- 
inent in fundamentalism, who believes 
that Israel’s rejection of the King 
stopped God’s prophetic clock. “The 
prophetic clock stopped at Calvary,” 
he says. “Not one tick has been heard 
since.” Acording to this man, all 
prophecy concerns itself with literal 
Israel. 


Such teaching impugns the honor of 
Jesus Christ and His Church. The 
Cross is the central theme of divine 
revelation. The Church holds a domi- 
nant place in Old Testament prophecy 
and the Atonement of Christ is every- 
where to be seen. Our Lord did not 
offer to Israel a literal kingdom, the 
rejection of which “stopped God’s 
clock.” When certain misguided dis- 
ciples tried, by force, to make Him a 
king, He brushed them aside. 


“It never once occurred to the Apos- 
tles that the Church was not estab- 
lished in fulfillment of the prophecies. 
To them, our dispensation formed 
a part of time to be ticked off by God’s 
great clock of prophecy.”

HAPTER FOUR, entitled “Christ 
Defends His Brethren,” carefully 
considers the types and symbols of 
the Old Testament, which pointed to- 
ward the appearance of the Church 
in the world. 


The teaching is divided under four 
subheadings: (1) Abraham is a sym- 
be! of the Church. (2) God will bless 
His Church. (3) Christ will bless those 
who bless the Church. (4) God will 
curse those who curse Christians. 


There remains no doubt, acccrding 
to Dr. Lowry, that the promise, “l 
will bless them that bless thee, and 
curse him that curseth thee,” belongs 
to the Church. 
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“For nearly two millenniums the 
Saviour has watched over His sheep 
with the love of the true Shepherd. 
His watch over us is so careful that 
the very hairs of our head are num- 
bered. His relationship with His breth- 
ren is such that He speaks of us as 
His own body.”

Christianity Is Different 
Geraldine Winrod Korell 








Meditating on the subject of the 
evening, a question presented itself 
to me, which I feel we should try 
briefly to answer: 


I. Wuart Is CuHrisTIANITY? 


After almost 2,000 years, it may 
seem strange that such a question 
should be asked. But there is so much 
misunderstanding that it becomes nec- 
essary. 


Some people have a concept of 
Christianity which is virtually athe- 
istic. They profess to be Christians 
but deny such doctrines as the inspira- 
tion of the Bible, the deity of Christ, 
the blood atonement, forgiveness of 
sin and the experience of the new 
birth. These people need to be given 
the real definition of Christianity. 


Others confuse Christianity with 
mere humanitarianism. They _ lack 
knowledge as to the supernatural con- 
tent of our faith. They think that Chris- 
tianity is keeping the Golden Rule, 
paying your debts, staying out of jail, 
being honest and upright in personal 
dealings. But one may do all these 


things and not be a Christian at all. 
It is one thing to be honest. It is 
quite another thing to be a Christian. 


II. Curistianiry Is SUPERNAT- 
URALISM. 


Christianity is a supernatural Book. 
The Bible is different from all other 
books. Paul said, “All scripture is 
given by inspiration of God.” Men 
have tried to destroy the Bible but 
it lives on. 


Voltaire, the French infidel, said 
within 30 years after his death, the 
Bible would be obsolete. But 100 years 
later, the very place where he wrote 
these words, in Paris, was filled with 
Bibles as a store room, owned by the 
French Bible Society. The Bible has 
often stood beside the graves of its 
enemies.

The Saviour was different from any 
other person the world has_ ever 
known. He lived on this earth 33 
years and never committed a single 
sin. Every detail of His life was proph- 
esied in the Old Testament.

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Liquor A Menace In Time Of War 


By United States Senator Langer ... Of North Dakota 






Mr. President, I desire to introduce 
into the Record a news item from the 
New York Herald Tribune of August 
17, 1950: 


MAJOR DISTILLERS PUSH OUTPUT 
TO WARTIME RATE — STEADY 
EXPANSION SHOWN SINCE START 
OF KOREAN WAR 
Production of liquor by major distillers 

has been stepped up sharply in the last few 

weeks to a point where it is now reported 
to be at a rate equaling the wartime indus- 
trial alcohol output level of distilleries, ac- 
cording to liquor trade sources. Production 
in June, figures on which were released only 

recently, showed an increase of almost 5,- 

000,000 gallons over the like month last 

year. 


Since the outbreak of the Korean crisis, 
however, the production level has been 
lifted steadily. Although figures on the 
July production will not be available until 
next month, and the 
until early in October, unofficial reports 


August figures not 


indicate that July output was up sharply 
over June, and the August rate is running 
well above the July level. 


Although inventories at the end of June 
had reached a record level, distillers are 
reported taking no chance of not having 
sufficient stocks on hand to carry them over 
a period of years in the event the interna- 
tional situation worsens and distilleries are 
again converted to production of industrial 
alcohol.

At the end of June, stocks of whisky in 
bonded warehouses amounted to 643,377,081 
original gallons before allowances for leak- 
age and evaporation, compared to 602,- 
925,861 gallons a year earlier. 


With warehouse facilities already taxed 
by the record inventories, distillers are re- 
ported to be making substantial investments 
in renting additional warehouse space in 
addition to the heavy investments in new 
whisky which must be laid away for aging. 


Some in the trade are inclined to feel 
that a few distillers may have to cut back 
sharply on their production in another 
couple of months because of the warehouse 
problem, plus the amount of money that 
must be invested in the whisky which will 
not be sold for another four years. 





According to this report, at the end 
of June, stocks of whiskies in bonded 
warehouses amounted to 643,000,000 
gallons. 


Stocks of all classes of distilled spir- 
its, according to Alcohol Tax Unit 
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records, are in excess of 700,000,000 
gallons. This is equivalent to a 10-year 
supply based on the rate of consump- 
tion during the past few years. 


This total can be compared with 
the highest quantity accumulated in re- 
serve before World War II when stocks 
of distilled spirits reached the peak of 
567,000,000 gallons and all production 
was stopped from 1942 to 1945, where- 
upon partial production was permitted. 


In spite of this unprecedented ac- 
cumulation of distilled spirits, the 
whisky producers are feverishly work- 
ing on a 24-hour schedule piling up 
further stock. All these productive facil- 
ities should be diverted to more essen- 
tial needs in view of the heavy burden 
already imposed on our economy by 
the defense program. 


ALCOHOL ESSENTIAL WAR 
MATERIAL 


The Government should start im- 
mediately stockpiling alcohol, which 
is an essential war material needed for 
jet planes, smokeless powder and above 
all for synthetic rubber. The rubber 
industry has recently called the atten- 
tion of the Government to the critical 
condition of their industry because of 
the inadequacy of existing supplies of 
natural rubber. 


The President has recently ordered 
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re resumption of the IPT of 
synthetic rubber by all those plants 
capable of utilizing petroleum for this 
purpose. Thanks to the whisky lobby 
the alcohol synthetic rubber plants 
are left idle. Instead of using up our 
precious oil reserves we should be using 
our surplus grain which nature can re- 
plenish. 


Speaking of grain, I remember very 
well that before World War II one-half 
of all the rubber which was made in 
Germany was produced from grain. Ap- 
ples taken from the orchards, oranges, 
and potatoes which could not other- 
wise be used were also utilized at that 
time for the manufacture of synthetic 
rubber. 


We will need all the oil we can get, 
especially in view of the demands of the 
aviation industry for a higher octane 
gasoline. 


If our supply of natural rubber 
should be cut off—either by submarine 
attacks on our shipping in the Pacific 
or by Communist-inspired strikes and 
destruction of the rubber plantations 
in the Far East through sabotage and 
civil war, we could be faced with a 
desperate situation. Our entire defense 
could be imperiled. 


If we should have to feed our allies 
all over the world next year or the year 
after, and if we should ever have a 
crop failure, the danger would be in- 
creased. Instead of burning up grain 
now to pile up further unnecessary re- 
serves for a panicky whisky industry 
which already has a 10-year supply, 
we should be building up a Govern- 
ment stockpile of alcohol for the needs 
of national defense. 


How much money is the whisky in- 
dustry pouring into its lobbying activ- 
ities to prevent this necessary action. 
at a time when American boys are 
being slaughtered in Korea because 
of our lack of military preparation? 
An example of the misleading informa- 
tion fed to the press by the liquor lobby 
through one of its organs, the Li- 
censed Beverage Industries, Inc., is il- 
lustrated by an article from the New 
York Times of August 14, 1950, head- 
lined “Liquor Use for War Held Un- 
necessary.” 

Mr. President, I ask unanimous con- 
sent that the article may be printed 
the Record at this point. 


There being no objection, the article 
was ordered to be printed in the Record, 
as follows:

Government need for industrial alcohol 
will not create a demand for the output of 
distilling ex- 
Conditions 


alcoholic-beverage industries, 
ecutives held here yesterday. 
that preceded the last war no longer exist, 
and industrial alcohol produced from grain 
now accounts for an extremely small per- 
centage of total output, it was explained. 
According to figures given out yesterday by 
Licensed Beverage Industries, Inc., industrial 
alcohol produced from grain since July 1949 
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accounts for less than 1 per cent of total 


output. 


A tabulation covering industrial produc- 
tion between July of last year and May of 
this year shows that 282,432,801 proof- 
gallons were made. Of this, 149,764,321 
gallons were made from an ethyl-sulfate 
base and 93,874,563 from a molasses base. 


This represented 53 per cent of 33.2 per 
cent, respectively, of total production, In 
contrast, industrial alcohol produced from 
grain accounted for only 2,190,328 proof- 
gallons, or 0.8 per cent of the total output 
during the period covered, according to 
LBI figures. 


Except for potatoes, grain was the small- 
est source of industrial alcohol during the 
9-month period. Ethylene gas was used to 
produce 24,977,404 proof-gallons, sulfite 
liquors were used to made 3,291,392 gallons, 
and other miscellaneous materials were the 
source of 8,190,376 gallons. 


The point distillers seek most to empha- 
size is that liquor production for beverage 
purposes is expending materials that would 
possibly be used later in creating a Govern- 
ment industrial alcohol stockpile. In view 
of ample supplies of other less expensive 
industrial alcohol bases, it was held that 
grain industrial alcohol production in vol- 
ume would be needlessly extravagant. 
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Mr. President, what this article fails 
to disclose is the fact that there is a 
tremendous shortage of industrial al- 
cohol at the present time and it is 
being allocated by producers on a lim- 
ited scale only to old customers. Manu- 
facturers of ethyl-sulfate alcohol like 
Carbide & Carbon Co. are trying to 
buy alcohol abroad, not sell it. 


As for molasses, this raw material 
is practically unobtainable. The largest 
producer of industrial alcohol, the Pub- 
licker Co., of Philadelphia, is now pro- 
ducing alcohol only from grain, being 
unable to buy any molasses. 


How long are we going to permit the 
whisky lobby to feed us such lies as 
contained in this article in the New 
York Times? The truth is we should 
be stockpiling grain alcohol now for 
defense purposes. If we do not act now, 
hundreds of thousands of American 
lives may be lost later for lack of rub- 
ber. 


What is more important, more mil- 
lions of gallons of whisky or the lives 
of our boys? Surely that is a question 
of great importance to the Senate, the 
Congress s, and the country. I particular- 
ly ask Senators to study this question 
very carefully.

This woman, born in Hungary, has 
been for years an active leader of the 
red movement in the United States.

The next person in authority is Marx 
Leva, another Assistant Secretary of De- 
fense ... and a Felix Frankfurter pro- 
tege from the Harvard Law School.

Anna Rosenberg is listed by the Com- 
mittee On Un-American Activities (Ap- 
pendix IX, page 939) as being affil- 
iated with the John Reed Club, a Com- 
munist front organization, named in 
honor of John Reed, one of the earliest 
Communist leaders in the United States. 


Reed died in Russia shortly after the 
Bolshevik revolution of 1917 and his 
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ashes were interred in the Moscow 
Kremlin. The clubs that came to bear 
his name were out-and-out Communist 
centers, promoted for the purpose of 
Sovietizing the Nation. Mrs. Rosenberg 
is listed as one of the 130-odd leaders 
of this subversive organization. The no- 
torious Frank Kingdon was her close 
associate in club activities. 


The Committee’s files also show that 
she has helped sponsor the Consumer 
National Federation, identified by Earl 
Browder, as a “transmission belt” for 
the Communist party. 


She is listed as a financial contrib- 
utor to Social Work Today Cooperators, 
another Communist front outfit. 


Her war record included director- 
ship on the War Manpower Commis- 
sion — an agency dominated by the 
late Sidney Hillman (known as Schmu- 
el Gilman when a rabbinical student 
in Lithuania). 


The same pro-Communist Hillman 
with whom Roosevelt instructed polit- 
ical henchmen to “clear” Mr. Truman’s 
nomination for Vice President. 


Mrs. Rosenberg’s appointment came 
at a time when plans were being evolved 
behind the scenes for drafting women 
into the armed forces. This is causing 
one well-known observer to describe her 
as the coming “whip cracker over 
American wives, sisters and daughters 
in forced labor assignments, perhaps 
even in camps.” 


The thoughts of this woman, with re- 
gard to sovietizing women, were set 
forth in an article which she wrote 
for the Communist New Masses in De- 
cember 1942, entitled, “Women on the 


Job.” 


It is being charged around Washing- 
ton that Anna Rosenberg aspires to 
become the Anna Pauker (Jewish dic- 
tator of Bulgaria) of the United States.

The final doom of the system is an- 
nounced in Revelation 18:2-5. The 
fourth verse of this passage leaves no 
doubt regarding the attitude of true 
believers. 

“And I heard another voice from 
heaven, saying, Come out of her, my 
people, that ye be not partakers of her 
sins, and that ye receive not of her 
plagues.” Revelation 18:4. 


The Cleveland group was consistent 
in inviting Dean Acheson to be their 
principal speaker. But G. Bromley Ox- 
nam the red Bishop of Methodism and 


those like him, must be patient with 


Bible-believing Christians who reject 
the view that the assemblage was “an- 
other Pentecost.” 

There was nothing Pentecostal about 
it!

HE AUTHOR has undeniably com- 


piled a remarkable book. He re- 
lates the whole fascinating, inside 
story of the disks and explains the 
probable theory of their propulsion, 
along lines of magnetic force. Detailed 
descriptions of three saucers captured 
in the magnetic fault zones of the 
West are a part of the story. 


The Air Force was greatly vexed 
and annoyed, according to Mr. Scully, 
by a spark which rekindled and _ig- 
nited public interest. It happened on 
March 8, 1950, and is described in 
the first chapter entitled: “The Mys- 
tery of the University of Denver.” 


On that day, at 12:30 p.m., 350 
students skipped lunch to hear a con- 
fidential scientific discourse, arranged 
for students of a basic science class 
with the understanding that it was not 
to be publicized. Word had circulated 
via the “grapevine” that an important 
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lecture was afoot, and a capacity audi- 
ence assembled. Professors of astron- 
omy and engineering came with their 
students. 


Author Scully cloaks the name of 
the speaker in secrecy. (But his iden- 
tity was recently disclosed through the 
daily press.) The man is a geophys- 
icist of highest standing, and one of 
the world’s top leaders in magnetic 
research. Undergraduates and faculty 


members left the lecture room with 
their heads spinning. 
The speaker delivered what was 


probably the most sensational lecture 
about this earth, in relation to other 
planets, since Galileo. He gave the 
untold story of a flying saucer which 
he said had landed within 500 miles 
of Denver. The space ship and _ its 
personnel were described. Mr. Scully 
recounts the entire incident in detail. 


The lecture began with a flat de- 
claration that saucers are real. More- 
over, the Air Force, despite its an- 
nouncement to the contrary, had not 
abandoned its “Project Saucer” at all, 
but was operating it secretly on an- 
other level and under another name. 


Four flying saucers, the lecturer 
stated, had actually landed on_ this 
earth. Three were captured and_in- 
spected by men with whom he was 
currently identified in geophysical re- 
search. 


The first known saucer was found 
in the Rocky Mountain area. It did 
not appear to have come from any 
part of the earth, and the best specu- 
lation pointed to the planet Venus. 
The presence of two unknown metals 
in the ship’s structure indicated that it 
was not of earthly origin. Instruments 


were found inside which seemingly 
measured lines of magnetic force. 


These were enigmatic, but gave a clue 
to something which magnetic research- 
ers then had under consideration. It 
is believed that when the use of the 
instruments is solved, the problem 
of saucer propulsion will be mastered. 
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No apparent weapons were carried 
on the space ships, but their occu- 
pants knew how to disintegrate any 
object which might pursue or threat- 
en them. Food was found, apparently 
condensed, which swelled tremendous- 
ly when soaked. Guinea pigs thrived on 
it. Water in the disks was of a heavy 
variety similar to that in Norway, used 
for atomic research. 


As the speaker neared the end of 
his lecture, he told of the discovery 
of a fourth saucer which landed near 
a government proving ground. Small 
figures resembling human beings were 
seen outside. They leaped into the 
space ship and rose silently, but with 
the speed of lightning, as a group of 
hastily assembled scientists approach- 
ed. The saucer disappeared from sight 
in no time.

ie A CHAPTER entitled “Inside Fly- 
ing Saucers,” Mr. Scully tells what 
developed during conversations with 
a “Dr. Gee,” who examined one of the 
first saucers to land on earth. 


“Two tenescopes caught this un- 
identified ship as it came into our 
atmosphere,” writes Mr. Scully. “They 
watched its position and_ estimated 
where it would land. Within a few 
hours after it gently pancaked to 
earth, Air Force officers reached the 
flying field at Durango, Colorado, 
and took off in their search for the 
chiect. 


“They found it in a very rocky, high 
plateau territory, east of Aztec, New 
Mexico. Dr. Gee and seven of his 
croup of magnetic scientists were cail- 
ed in to examine this strang2 ship. 
When they arrived on the ground, they 
decided that the best thing to do was 
to study the ship from a distance for 
two days, bombing it with Gviger 
counters, cosmic rays and other pvo- 
teciive devices. 
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““Finally we decided it was prob- 
ably safe,’ the doctor said, ‘as noth- 
ing had transpired inside the ship to 
indicate that there was life therein. 
No dcor was apparent on the outer 
surface, except for a porthole, which 
appeared to be of glass. Finally, we 
took a large pole and rammed a hole 
through this defect in the ship.’ 


“Having done this, we looked into 
the interior. There we were able to 
count 16 bodies, that ranged in height 
from about 36 to 42 inches.’ 


“After forcing an entrance to the 
ship, the investigators took the little 
bodies out and laid them on_ the 
ground. Their skin appeared charred. 
It was conjectured that the window 
had become broken in space and that 
their bodies were burned by air rush- 
ing through the broken porthole.” 


The Author devotes a section of his 
book to magnetic theory and principles 
by which flying saucers are believed 
able to cover millions of miles in a 
few minutes. “Dr. Gee called to my 
attention, (he writes) that there are 
1,257 magnetic lines of force to the 
square centimeter. These are counted 





on a tenescope as one would count 
strands of wire at the cut end of a 
cable. 


“He said that the crossing of two 
or more lines of force made it pos- 
sible to permit movement in a manner 
hitherto unknown. What actually hap- 
pens is that, even though the circular 
wing surface of the saucer is whirling, 
the disk actually crawls forward from 
one crossed magnetic line of force to 
another. 


“When the saucer moves out of our 
atmospheric area, or control, then of 
course we have no weight and no re- 
sistance. All we have left is magnetic 
lines of force, out to where they ap- 
proach magnetic lines of force from 
another planet.”

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HE APOSTLE PAUL conceived 

of the Gospel as consisting in 
two parts. In Galatians 4:4 he wrote 
“But when the fulness of the time 
was come, God sent forth his Son.” 
That was the first part of the Gospel. 
But he continued by saying, “And be- 
cause ye are sons, God hath sent forth 
the Spirit of his Son into your hearts” 
(4:6). That is the second part in the 
work of redemption. The first was an 
objective fact in history, the second 
is an inner experience in the life of 
the believer. 


Luke, the companion of Paul, had 
this same twofold view of the Gospel. 
He accordingly wrote his story in two 
books. In the Gospel of Luke he 
traced the story of God sending His 
Son; how God became incarnate in 
Jesus Christ. In the book of Acts he 
traced the story of the sending of 
the Holy Spirit; how God is prepar- 
ing the mystical body of Christ, the 
Church. 


Both phases of this divine activity 
are specially the work of the Holy 
Spirit. The incarnation of Jesus in 
human form was specially the work 
of the Spirit, as seen from Luke 1:35. 
The wonderful ministry of Christ, His 
redemptive work on the Cross, as well 
as His resurrection, were achieved in 
the power of the Spirit (Luke 4:14; 
Heb. 9:14; Rom. 8:11). Likewise 
the forming of the Church, is the 
special work of the Holy Spirit during 
this age. And that is the program of 
Christian missions. This work Luke 
portrays in the book of The Acts. 


The book of Acts has appropriately 
been called the Acts of the Holy 
Spirit. The Holy Spirit is the central

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figure. The Spirit is mentioned no 
less than 56 times in this book, more 
than any other book of the New Testa- 
ment. 


A study of the Acts reveals that 
missions is preeminently the work of 
the Holy Spirit. Christian missions 
began with the coming of the Spirit 
on the day of Pentecost. As soon as 
the disciples were spiritually bap- 
tized, they began to speak the wonder- 
ful works of God (2:11). And under 
the impact of their Spirit-filled testi- 
mony sculs were saved. 


The Holy Spirit inaugurated the 
work of missions; He empowers and 
directs it, and He alone can make it 
effective. All missionary projects and 
efforts that leave out the empower- 
ment of the Spirit are doomed to 
failure. The secret of success in mis- 
sions is the centrality of the Holy 
Spirit in the work. 


The relation of the Holy Spirit to 
missions, as set forth in the book of 
Acts, may be summarized under the 
following points: 


l. The Holy Spirit calls out thé 
workers. 


In the thirteenth chapter of Acts 
we have an account of the beginning 
of what is ordinarily called “foreign 
missions.” The church at Antioch was 
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instructed by the Spirit to “Separate 
me Barnabas and Saul for the work 
whereunto I have called them” (13:2). 


Here the Holy Spirit is seen as 
taking the initiative in calling out the 
needed missionaries. Only workers 


thus called may be truly considered 
efficient. 


The Church can and should pray 
that the Lord of the harvest will send 
forth the needed workers (Matt. 9:38), 
but the Holy Spirit must personally 
issue the call. The Antioch church 
“laid their hands on them” and sent 
them away (13:3). Thus we have a 
beautiful picture of the Church work- 
ing in harmony with the Spirit in the 
sending out of the needed workers. 
Both the divine and the human ele- 
— are thus seen in the missionary’s 
call. 


2. The Holy Spirit empowers the 
witnesses, 


Having called the workers, the Holy 
Spirit also empowers them. This was 
the promise given by the risen Lord 
before His ascension, when He said 
to His disciples, “Ye shall receive 
power, when the Holy Spirit is come 
upon you, and ye shall be my wit- 


nesses” (1:8 A.S.V.). 


The promised empowerment was for 
the distinct purpose of being wit- 
nesses for Him. This promise was 
fulfilled at Pentecost. On that day 
“they were all filled with the Holy 
Spirit, and began to speak with other 
tongues, as the Spirit gave them ut- 
terance” (2:4 A.S.V.). The result, 
of that empowered apostolic _ testi- 
mony, was three thousand conversions 


(2:41). 
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After the healing of the lame man 
at the Beautiful gate (3:1-8), Peter 
and John were arrested and brought 
before the Sanhedrin. Instead of being 
awed into silence, Peter, empowered 
by the Spirit, gave ringing testimony 
before that hostile body to the salva- 
tion that is in Christ Jesus. 


Upon being released, they returned 
to their own company and reported 
what had happened. When their re- 
port was heard, the church unitedly 
gave itself to prayer, asking God for 
boldness to witness. God answered 
their prayer, for we read that “they 
were all filled with the Holy Spirit, 
and they spake the word of God with 


boldness” (4:31). 


It was the empowerment of the 
Spirit that made those apostles and 
early Christians such effective wit- 
nesses. Without that power, mission- 
ary efforts are ineffective and fruit- 
less. Lacking this empowerment, the 
modern church may resort to all kinds 
of human devices, but such efforts 
will be futile as far as spiritual re- 
sults are concerned. All fruitful testi- 
mony is Spirit-empowered testimony. 


3. The Holy Spirit selects the fields 
of service. 


In beginning the second missionary 
journey, the apostle Paul revisited the 
churches established in southern Ga- 
latia during the first journey. Leaving 
Pisidian Antioch, he and his _asso- 
ciates proposed to enter the province 
of Asia to the west, but they were 
“forbidden of the Holy Spirit to speak 
the word in Asia” (16:6 A.S.V.). 
They then turned north and planned 
on entering the province of Bithynia, 
and again “the Spirit of Jesus suf- 
fered them not” (16:7 A.S.V.). But 
these negative leadings were simply 
preparatory for the positive leading 
that was given them at Troas, where 
the call into Macedonia was received 


(16:8-10). 





The Holy Spirit had been closing 
the doors in Asia Minor in order to 
lead them into Europe. The Spirit 
was revealing Himself as the Com- 
mander-in-chief of the missionary 
forces, sending them where He saw 
best. He knows the strategic points 
in the campaign and leads His sol- 
diers toward them. 


Adoniram Judson sailed to India 
to take up mission work in that land 
but the opposition of the East India 
Company closed the door against him 
there, and he was led to Burma for 
an even more important task. 


Barnabas Shaw arrived at Cape 
Town, South Africa, with matured 
plans to plant the Gospel there, but 
the hostility of the Dutch closed the 
door. He started for the interior of 
Africa and was marvelously led to 
work among the Hottentots at the very 
time they were feeling after the true 


God. 


4. The Holy Spirit leads to oppor- 
tunities of service. 


Philip, one of the seven deacons, 
had been engaged in a wonderful re- 
vival in Samaria. Then the Lord 
sent him down south of Jerusalem on 
the road to Gaza. While there out on 
the lonely highway, the Holy Spirit 
arranged a _ soul-winning opportunity 
for him. 


When the Ethiopian eunuch, a 
hungry soul searching his Bible, came 
riding along in his chariot, “the Spirit 
said unto Philip, Go near, and join 
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thyself to this chariot” (8:29). Philip 
eagerly accepted the Spirit-arranged 
opportunity and ran to the chariot. 
The heart of the eunuch was prepared 
for his message, and Philip led him 
to Christ. 


When an angel appeared to Cor- 
nelius in Caesarea, and told him to 
send to Joppa for Peter who would 
tell him how to be saved (11:14), 
immediately Cornelius dispatched mes- 
sengers. While the men were on their 
way, the Holy Spirit was preparing 
Peter for the opportunity of witness- 
ing. 


Peter, praying on the housetop, fell 
into a trance and saw a vision divinely 
intended to prepare him for what was 
coming. While he was still trying to 
figure out the meaning of the vision, 
“the Spirit said unto him, Behold, 
three men seek thee. Arise therefore, 
and get thee down, and go with them, 
doubting nothing: for I have sent 
them.” (10:19-20). Peter obeyed and 
in the opportunity thus created, a 
new stage in the development of the 
church was reached. 


Whenever the Holy Spirit creates 
an opportunity for service by prompt- 
ing His servant to witness to a certain 
individual, one may be sure that God 
has also been working in preparing 
that soul for the worker’s message. 
How tragic if Peter or Ananias had 
failed to follow the leadings of the 
Spirit! Have we prevented God from 
completing salvation for some soul 
by our failure to obey His leading? 


5. The Holy Spirit convicts sinners. 


On the day of Pentecost, the Holy 
Spirit brought conviction to the hearts 
of the multitude that listened to the 
message of Peter. The Spirit took 
Peter’s sermon about the Messiah and 
with it pierced the hearts of the 
hearers. “Now when they heard this, 
they were pricked in their heart” 
(2:37). Being brought under convic- 
tion by the Spirit, they were ready to 
listen to the way of salvation. It is 
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the Hely Spirit’s work to convict men 
of sin. 


In the upper room the night before 
His crucifixion, Jesus told His dis- 
ciples that He would send the Spirit 
in His place, and then added, “And 
he, when he is come, will convict the 
world in respect of sin, and of right- 
eousness, and of judgment” (John 
16:8 A.S.V.). Pentecost was the be- 
gining of fulfillment of that prom- 
ise. Without the convicting power of 
the Spirit, missionary efforts will be 
fruitless. 


6. The Holy Spirit confirms the wit- 
ness of His messenger. 


Jesus told the disciples that when 
the Spirit of truth was come, He would 
add His witness to the witness which 
they were to bear concerning Him 
(John 15:26-27). There was thus to 
be a double witness, ihe human wit- 
nesses and the divine witness. This 
promise was confirmed in the ex- 
perience of the apostles. 


Peter referred to this double wit- 
ness before the Sanhedrin when he 
said, “We are his witnesses of these 
things; and so is also the Holy Ghost, 
whom God hath given to them that 
obey him” (5:32). It is this confirm- 
ing testimony of the Holy Spirit in 
the hearts of men, that gives power to 
the message of the missionary. The 
human witness is the medium necessary 
to deliver the truth, but the divine 
witness must quicken it in the con- 
science of the hearer. 


7. The Holy Spirit disciplines the 
Church. 


The punishment that fell upon An- 
anias and Sapphira for their sin of 
hypocrisy impressively revealed the 
holiness of God and the sanctity of 
the church. But it is not to be over- 
looked that Peter recognized their sin 
as being against the Holy Spirit, the 
true leader of the church. 


Peter did not accuse them of lying 
to him, but he said, “Why hath Satan 
filled thine heart to lie to the Holy 
Ghost,” and again, “How is it that ye 
have agreed together to tempt the 
Spirit of the Lord?” (5:3, 9). These 
words definitely reveal the personality 
of the Holy Spirit. One cannot lie to 
or tempt an influence, only a person. 


To these early Christians the Holy 
Spirit was not just an impersonal in- 
fluence, but a living, holy Person, 
present to guide, correct and adminis- 
ter the affairs of the Church. This 
disciplinary action once for all reveals 
the Spirit’s attitude toward sin and 
hypocrisy. This purification of the 


Church was the means of releasing 





another great wave of spiritual power. 
A purified Church always is a soul- 
winning church. 


8. The Holy Spirit directs the deci- 
sions of the Church. 


The fifteenth chapter of Acts re- 
cords the story of the first mission- 
ary conference in the Church, held at 
Jerusalem, to decide the momentous 
question of how missionary work 
should be done among the Gentiles. 
After full and free discussion of the 
matter, a decision was reached by the 
group. Their formulation of policy 
was prefaced by these significant 
words, “It seemed good to the Holy 
Ghost, and to us” (15:28). 


They recognized the Holy 


as the supreme leader. 


Spirit 


What a change in many an assembly 
or conference would take place today 
if this truth of the Holy Spirit’s lead- 
ership were a conscious reality! Too 
often the voice of the Spirit is silenced 
in such gatherings by petty jealousies 
and bitter rivalries, or resort to worldly 
diplomacy and_ ecclesiastical _wire- 
pulling. But when the church recog- 
nizes the presence and authority of 
the Holy Spirit in making decisions, 
its efforts will be blessed. 


9. The Holy Spirit exercises supreme 
ecclesiastical authority. 


This is clearly asserted by the 
apostle Paul in his farewell address 
to the Ephesian elders at Miletus, 
when he said to them, “Take heed 
unto yourselves, and to all the flock, 
in which the Holy Spirit hath made 
you bishops, to feed the church of the 
Lord which he purchased with his 


own blood” (20:28 A.S.V.). 


In these words, the apostle recog- 
nized the Holy Spirit as the final 
authority in the administrative affairs 
of the Church. These men were re- 
sponsible ultimately, not to any man, 
but to the Hely Spirit. The Holy 
Spirit is the true Vicar of Christ. No 
man, regardless of his high preten- 
tions, can fill that office. Christ Him- 
self sent the Holy Spirit as another 
“Paraclete” to take His place (John 


14:16). 


And what a revolution would be 
produced in regard to the assumptions 
and claims of historic episcopates, ec- 
clesiastical organizations, and _ sacer- 
dotal systems past and present, if this 
truth were truly recognized in the 
professing church today! 

The mission of the church is mis- 
sions, but it is the mission of the Holy 
Spirit to inspire and empower that 
mission.

About 25 years ago, a man down 
there, animated with delusions of gran- 
deur, by the name of Albizu — Pedro 
Albizu Campos, launched a small but 
radical revolutionary organization based 
upon hatred for law, order and the 
United States. 

If I seem to call him by his middle 
name, remember please, it is a Spanish 
custom. His given name is Pedro. His 
father’s name was Albizu. Puerto Ri- 
cans attach their mother’s name as a 
tribute to her memory. 


Thus, the full name of this man is 
Pedro Albizu Campos. But he goes by 
what would seem to us his middle 
name, his father’s name, Albizu. 


Albizu is a dynamic personality. He 
possesses a brilliant mind. He is now 
63 years old. As a young man, he 
graduated from Harvard University in 
1916. Had he used his knowledge and 
extraordinary talents in a constructive 
way, Albizu could have been a blessing 














to Puerto Rico and a benefactor to 
his people. 

This man is a fiery speaker and un- 
derstands the arts of effective oratory. 
He knows how to inflame the emotions 
and fan hate passions among those who 
are willing to listen. He has brought 
great harm to his countrymen. 


But despite his zeal and brilliance, 
he has never been able to organize 
more than a few hundred followers. 
And these are for the most part young 
boys. He wields an influence that is 
well nigh hypnotic over those of teen 
age and the early twenties who join 
his ranks. They seem willing to follow 
his instructions at any cost. 


By this means he has been able to 
instigate crimes through others which 
could not be traced to his door. 


His organization has always operated 
along military lines. Its members are 
secretly trained in the use of guns. 
Albizu has for years maintained a small 
private army, very small and very 
fanatical. 

I recall an incident reported to me 
some 15 years ago on one of my mis- 
sionary trips to the Island. 


A crime was to be committed. Albizu 
gave the order. Three young men were 
chosen. Lots were cast. The boy to 
whom the lot fell became frightened 
and tried to withdraw from the plot. 
His courage evidently failed him. 


Finally, this boy was permitted to 
call his mother on the telephone, and 
between sobs tell her that she would 
never see him again. His body was 
found the next day, riddled with bul- 
lets on a beach. 

It is evident that somewhere along 
the line, Albizu made a deal with the 
Communists. This increased his strength, 
provided powerful backing and made 
him feel equal to organizing a plot 
for the assassination of the President 
of the United States. 

The merger of his forces with those 
of Moscow has evidently taken place 








since he was released from federal 
prison, where he served a seven year 
sentence for crimes committed on the 
Island. 

A rally was staged in the baseball 
park of San Juan, Puerto Rico when 
he returned on December 15, 1947. 
Many people attended out of curiosity. 
Albizu was escorted to the speaker’s 
stand by members of his private army, 
wearing black shirt uniforms. 


On that occasion he said: “I have 
brought back with me the seed. I come 
to tell you this is the hour for action in 
Puerto Rico.” 

Not many people took him seriously. 
They preferred to regard him as a 
babbler. They knew that he had a small 
private army, but could not bring them- 
selves to regard him as a threat. No 
one thought he would ever have the 
audacity to order the assassination of 
the Governor of Puerto Rico and the 
President of the United States. 


But what they did not know was that 
he had brought back with him the 
support of the international Commun- 
ist movement. 


VITO MARCANTONIO 


There is another man, prominent 
in public life, who must share the blame 
with Albizu Campos for the suffering, 
sorrow and disgrace that has come upon 
the people of Puerto Rico during the 
last few days. I refer to Vito Marcan- 
tonio, the notorious red congressman 
from the Harlem section of New York 
City. 

The pro-Communist record that Marc- 
antonio has built up over a period of 
years is today a matter of public knowl- 
edge. His speeches before Congress, 
his voting record, and his stand on 
national and international issues have 
always followed the Communist party 
line one hundred per cent. 


Approximately a half million Puer- 
to Ricans live in the New York district 
which Marcantonio represented in Con- 
gress for several years. He and his 
































henchmen succeeded in establishing 
a powerful communistic political 
machine in Harlem, the section of 
New York City which is occupied 
largely by immigrants from other 
countries. 


Few Puerto Ricans who come to 
the United States get further than 
New York. There they settle in the 
midst of poverty, squalor, disease 
and crime centers of Harlem. Many 
of these people have come under 
the influence of Marcantonio and 
later returned to their Island, mem- 
bers of the international Communist 
conspiracy. 


These are the kind of people who, 
acting on orders from their secret 
masters, have created so much strife 
during the last few days. They are 
responsible for the great loss of life 
and property damage which has taken 
place on their own beautiful Island. 


Albizu and Earl Browder were thrown 
together while serving sentences at the 
same federal prison at Atlanta. Marc- 
antonio tried to secure Albizu’s release. 


Puerto Rican authorities understand 
the alliance which exists between Al- 
bizu’s forces and the Communists of the 
Island. This is suggested by a report 
which I shall now read, published in 
Diario de Puerto Rico, November 3, 
1950 at the time of his arrest: (quote) 


“Police authorities seized the presi- 
dent and top leaders of the Nationalist 
and Communist parties today in a wide- 
spread roundup begun by the Insular 
authorities few hours after the Wash- 
ington attempt on the life of the Presi- 
dent Truman. 


“Pedro Albizu Campos, president of 
the Nationalists, was routed from his 
besieged home with tear gas — and 
surrendered without a shot being fired. 
His house had been under siege since 
Monday when a Nationalist uprising— 
reported egged on by the Communists, 
erupted suddenly. 


“San Juan is virtually under a state 
of siege today. Police blocked off roads 
in their hunt for Nationalists and Com- 
munists and required special police 
passes for those seeking to go through 
the lines. 


“Albizu Campos and other Nation- 
alists and Communists leaders were tak- 
en to the Police Headquarters for in- 
tensive questioning. Some 600 Nation- 








alists and Communists in all were to 
be rounded up, 300 of them in the 
metropolitan zone. 


“Governor Luis Munoz Marin said 
that he has sent a cablegram to Presi- 
dent Truman notifying him that Albizu 
Campos had been arrested.” (unquote.) 


THE POWER OF THE GOSPEL 


And now, for something more pleas- 
ant. 


I first went to Puerto Rico 20 years 
ago on a missionary mission for our 
organization, the Defenders of the 
Christian Faith. Today we have more 
than 150 Churches on the Island — 
every one an organized congregation 
under native leadership, with a trained 
native pastor in charge. 


Some of these Churches are located 
far back in the interior where living 
conditions are unbelievably bad. The 
people live in poverty, superstition 
and disease, under conditions which 
often cause the visitor from the outside 
world to wonder how they even manage 
to exist. We have seen whole commun- 
ities transformed morally, spiritually 
and economically by the establishment 
of a single Defender Church. 


T have traveled over narrow, winding 
mountain trails which to me, appeared 
high enough to be on the very top of 
the world. In these travels I have met 
precious people who seemed to have 
been well nigh forgotten. 

Traveling on horseback, I have 


come to neighborhoods, tucked away on 
mountain sides where scenes of degra- 





dation, foul odors, filth, disease and 
naked children have left me sick, 
literally sick, at heart. 


These people live in little shacks, 
small houses made of thatch and 
bamboo, with dirt floors. They en- 
joy none of the advantages which 
we are accustomed to associate with 
civilization. 


I have visited many such places 
in Puerto Rico. Then I have contin- 
ued my climb on horse back. Eventu- 
ally I would reach another commun- 
ity which had come under the influ- 
ence of our missionary labors. Chris- 
tian workers had been sent there, 
financed by friends in the United 
States. 


I would find a humble little Church 
established by native missionaries, 
built by native hands, under the di- 

rection of our Spanish missionary de- 
partment. The atmosphere in the com- 
munity would be entirely different. 


The houses, though humble, would 
be clean. The children would be prop- 
erly clothed. The people would be hap- 
py and their hearts full of music. Their 
minds would be more active and ecre- 
ative. 

They had something for which to 
live. Their faces had taken on an en- 
tirely different expression. They had 
learned to sing hymns and Gospel 
songs. They had come to love the Gos- 


pel. 

They would listen to every word of 
my sermons, spoken in English and 
translated into Spanish by some faith- 
ful interpreter. And I would come away 
thinking of the verse from the pen of 
the Psalmist: “The entrance of thy 
words giveth light.” 


So, if the forces of Satan are active 
in that part of the world, the power of 
the Gospel in the transformation of 
human lives is also being felt. 


ACHIEVEMENTS 


We have a theological seminary in 
Puerto Rico, operated along mission- 
ary lines. The enrollment this year in- 
cludes a fine group of young men, na- 
tive Puerto Rican Christians, training 
for the Christian ministry. 


The courses offered compare favor- 
ably with those available in similar 
institutions of the continental United 
States. The school is housed in a beau- 
tiful building which cost $65,000 to 
erect. And it is free from debt. 
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dents in the month of June every year. 
These people, trained native converts 
to Christianity, go out to serve as mis- 
sionaries, preachers and evangelists into 
both Puerto Rico and other parts of the 
Spanish-speaking world. 


We also publish a religious magazine 
in Puerto Rico called El Defensor His- 
pano — which, translated into English, 
would be the Spanish Defender. 


Now I want to tell you about our 
Puerto Rican missionary Church, lo- 
cated in the Harlem section of New 
York City. I explained a few minutes 
ago that many thousands of Puerto 
Ricans have migrated to the United 
States, a total of at least a half million, 
and most of these people have gone no 
further than Harlem. This part of New 
York City is therefore a mission field, 
in the truest sense of the world. 


One of our native pastors from Puer- 
to Rico, a brilliant young man by the 
name of Jose Hernandez, came to Har- 
lem seven years ago. He proceeded 
immediately with the task of organiz- 
ing a Defender Church. Today, we have 
a thriving congregation. All services 
are, of course, in the Spanish language. 


Mr. Hernandez is a powerful preach- 
er. He is now surrounded by a group 
of carefully trained Christian workers. 
Meetings have been held every night, 
including Saturdays, and three services 
every Sunday, for more than six years. 
Sunday School attendance now aver- 
ages over 300, mostly children who 
have come under the beneficent influ- 
ence of the Gospel of the Lord Jesus 
Christ. 
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The Defender Church of Harlem has 
been correctly called, “A bright light, 
shining in a dark place.” 


Agents for the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation have, the last few days, 
conducted investigations and made raids 
on the Puerto Ricans of New York 
City, ferreting out the plot against Mr. 
Truman’s life. This is, of course, work 
that had to be done under the circum- 
stances. But it confirms the importance, 
the necessity, of our missionary ministry 
among Puerto Ricans, both on the 
Island and in New York City. 


PERSECUTION 


Let me say that our Church in Har- 
lem has encountered opposition and en- 
dured great persecution at the hands 
of the followers of the red Congress- 
man, Vito Marcantonio. 


You no doubt noticed from the re- 
cent election returns that this miserable 
man was defeated last week in his race 
for reelection. What a pity this de- 
cision could not have been made by 
the voters before he was able to bring 
such harm upon trusting Puerto Ricans 
who have come under his influence! 


On one occasion, a mob, acting un- 
der the leadership of Marcantonio’s 
henchmen and a pro-Communist outfit 
called the “Friends of Democracy,” 
surrounded our Church in Harlem, mis- 
treated the pastor and members of the 
congregation and tried to break up 
the service in a riot. 

Approximately 100 policemen had 
to be called out to restore order. In- 
structions had been given from Com- 
munist sources in New York that the 
Defenders Church of Harlem was to be 
abolished. Too many Communists were 
being converted, finding Christ and 
renouncing Communism at our serv- 
ices! 

Some of the placards which the riot- 
ers carried charged that Christianity 





was (and I quote), “Fascist Propa- 
ganda.” But thank God, our Church 
has survived and is stronger today than 
ever before. 3 


The words of Christ addressed to the 
Church at Smyrna, also apply to the 
Spanish Defender Christians of Har- 
lem. “I know thy suffering.” 


In closing, I would like to say that 
my daughter Geraldine has written a 
book on Puerto Rico and the mission- 
ary work being done there. It is a new 
book. In fact, it only came from the 
press last week. 


It will give you the latest information 
on the whole Puerto Rican situation. 
It contains a thrilling missionary mes- 
sage that you will enjoy. Geraldine 
has herself made two missionary trips 
to the Island and understands the needs 
that exist there. You will like her new 


book. .

TRIUMPHANT CHRISTIAN 
LIVING 


II Cor. 11:16-33; 12:7-10 











EMORY TEXT: “For I reckon 

that the sufferings of this present 
time are not worthy to be compared 
with the glory which shall be revealed 
in us.” Romans 8:18. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “STRONG.” 


Paul dreaded going to Corinth. His- 
torians describe the city as having been 
“wealthy, luxurious, immoral and _ vi- 
cious.” It had a mixed population of 
Romans, Greeks and Jews. The apostle 
later described his first trip, by saying 
that he entered the place “in fear and 
in much trembling.” ' 


Today’s lesson is an index to Cor- 
inth’s character. It shows that some 
converts, having come from_ back- 
grounds of degrading paganism, car- 
ried parts of the old life into the 
Church. The congregation, in its early 
days, fell below accepted standards of 
Christian ethics and morality. This 
caused Paul to impose some very def- 
inite restrictions. 


Verse 22 suggests that those at the 
root of the Corinthian trouble were 
Paul’s old enemies, the Judaizers, who 
dogged his footsteps in an effort to 
thwart missionary labors.- They at- 
tempted to drive wedges between him 
and the local Church, by denying his 
apostleship. They also sought to cast 
reflections on his appearance, manner 
of speaking and general ability. 


We find him using irony and sar- 


casm in answering their allegations. He 
came down to the level of the Juda- 
izers, and “as a fool” showed that if 
they wished to contest his authority on 
the grounds of human achievement, he 
could offer credentials comparable to 
the best. To make his point, he ironi- 
cally granted them the status of wis- 
dom, while he assumed the position of 
a fool. 





SUNDAY SCHOOL 


Then, with the words “I will be bold 
also,” he set aside irony and proceeded 
according to facts. He would be as 
forthright as his opponents. They had 
criticized his “rude” speech and un- 
prepossessing appearance. This elic- 
ited the answer that he had deliber- 
ately avoided impressing the Corin- 
thians with a display of wisdom or 
oratorical ability. He was determined 
that the Gospel should not be thwarted 
by the intrusion of unnecessary human 
elements. 


The record shows that Paul was in- 
terested in something far more impor- 
tant than winning an argument with the 
Corinthians. He used the circumstance 
to exalt Christ, and drive home certain 
great truths of the Gospel. 


There were others, less humble than 
Paul, who by “great swelling words,” 
sought to impress and sway the believ- 
ers. As God’s inspired apostle, respons- 
ible for the indoctrination and spiritual 
development of the Churches, he did 
not dare let such men gain control. 


We may profit from his example. By 
daily reliance on the Holy Spirit ... 
and by keeping constantly busy in the 
Lord’s service, he was able to turn 
hardship into victory. The devil has 
little opportunity to engage the atten- 
tion of, much less defeat, a busy saint.

(2) THE KEY VERSE IS II CORIN- 
THIANS 12:9. 


“And he said unto me, My grace is 
sufficient for thee.” 


The preceding verse, concerning 
Paul’s “thorn in the flesh” is translated 
as follows by Moffat: “Three times 
over I prayed the Lord to relieve me 
of it, but he told me ‘It is enough for 
you to have my grace; it is in weak- 
ness that my power is fully felt’.” 

No one knows for sure what was 
Paul’s “thorn in the flesh.” He, of 
course, wrote about it metaphorically. 
It was not an actual, physical thorn 
or thistle lodged in his flesh. 


There are no valid grounds to sup- 
port the theory, that he was a victim of 
epilepsy or had sore eyes. The text is 
sufficiently explicit to reject any such 
deduction. 

Special note should be taken of the 
phrase, “messenger of Satan.” The 
thorn was clearly some form of special 
Satanic opposition. Just how it was 
manifested remains an unanswered ques- 
tion. 

Personal calamities may come into 
our path, but grace avails to rise above 
them. There shall no evil befall us, 
but that grace is sufficient. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: PAUL WAS 
BOLD IN HIS MINISTRY. 


The record indicates Paul’s forth- 
rightness and lack of equivocation in 
delivering the Gospel. Acts 13:46, I 
Thessalonians 2:2. 


It is possible to preach boldly, but 
with such lack of good grace and com- 
mon courtesy that souls take offense. 
Sometimes the minister’s rudeness weak- 
ens the message. But the greatest fault 
today is the tendency to soft pedal 
sound doctrine, to quibble over con- 
troversial issues and soothe, rather than 
awaken the slumbering conscience of 
the hearers. Paul also spoke of Church 
goers haying “itching ears.” This would 
seem to imply the presence of “scratch- 
ing preachers.” 


People are becoming sickened with 
leaders who call upon them to repent 
“after a fashion”; to seek God “in 
a measure”; and to avoid the wrath 
to come “as it were.”

BIRTH OF THE SAVIOUR 


Luke 2:1-20 











EMORY TEXT: “Glory to God 


in the highest, and on earth peace, 
good will toward men.” Luke 2:14. 


Prophecy: 


Isaiah 7:14. “The Lord himself shall 
give you a sign; Behold a virgin shall 
conceive, and bear a son, and shall 
call his name Immanuel.” 


Annunciation: 


Luke 1:30-31. “And the angel said 
unto her, Fear not, Mary: for thou 
hast found favour with God.

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “SAVIOUR.” 


At the time of Christ’s birth, Pales- 
tine was only a small segment in the 
great empire of the Romans. But gov- 
ernmental decrees originating far away 
in the capital, ultimately effected the 
lives of the lowliest subjects. 


So it was that Joseph and Mary set 
forth from Nazareth to be registered 
on the tax rolls of their ancestral city 
in compliance with a Roman decree. 
Caesar did not know that he was con- 
tributing to the fulfillment of Micah’s 
prophecy, which named Bethlehem as 
the Saviour’s birthplace, 700 years in 
advance. Micah 5:2. 


The finite mind cannot conceive the 
magnitude of the birth of Christ. A 
story is told of the Shah Abbis, a mon- 
arch of Persia, who loved his people 
and mingled with them in various dis- 
guises that he might understand their 
problems more perfectly. 


One day he called on a poor man 
who tended the fires of a public bath. 
He sat in the man’s tiny cellar, shared 





his coarse food and talked as a friend. 
As the visits continued, the furnace 
keeper grew to love the mysterious 
stranger. 


Then finally, Shah Abbis told him 
he was the emperor, and waited to 
be asked for some gift. But the poor 
man only sat gazing with love and 
wonder. 


At last he spoke: “You left your 
palace and your glory to sit with me 
in this dark place, to partake of my 
coarse fare, to care whether my heart 
is glad or sorry. On others you may 
bestow rich presents, but to me you 
have given yourself; and it only re- 
mains for me to pray that you will 
never withdraw the gift of your friend- 
ship.” 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS LUKE 2:14. 


“Glory to God in the highest, and 
on earth peace, good will toward men.” 


It was appropriate that the birth of 
the celestial Heir should be celebrated 
with a heavenly demonstration. The 
fullness of time had come. The clock 
of the centuries had struck. 


While humble shepherds were _per- 
forming their regular duties in the same 
pastures where the youthful David tend- 
ed his father’s flocks, the Shekinah 
glory shone around them, and _ the 
sign of the Saviour was given. 


The importance of the earthly min- 
istry of angels is being ignored in our 
materialistic times. Too many professed 
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Christians lack an understanding of 
the reality of things spiritual. 


Scripture makes constant reference 
to the existence of angels and their 
ministries. They are mentioned 108 times 
in the Old Testament, and 165 times in 
the New Testament. “Are they not all 
ministering spirits, sent forth to min- 
ister for them who shall be heirs of 
salvation?” (Hebrews 1:14.) 


Angels announced the birth of John 
the Baptist, Christ’s forerunner. They 
announced the birth of the Saviour to 
Mary. They directed the flight into 
Egypt. They ministered to Him in the 
wilderness. They succored Him in the 
garden. They were ready in legions 
at Calvary, had He called them. They 
proclaimed His resurrection. They were 
present at His ascension. They gave 
counsel to His disciples. 


God’s Word leaves no doubt that 
angelic beings observe the affairs of 
men, and minister invisibly to the wel- 
fare of Christ’s faithful followers. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: THERE IS 
MEANING IN THE MANGER. 


“There was no room for them in 
the inn.” What was the inn? Not nec- 
essarily a hostelry (or as we would 
say, a hotel). There are two words 
translated “inn.” The word pandoche- 
ion, which means a place offering liv- 
ing conditions. But there is another 
word kataluma, a mere enclosure, just 
walls, into which travelers could drive 
their cattle for the night. There was 
water, but no food, no host, no enter- 
tainment. 


In the supreme hour which admits 
no delay, Joseph had to find a shelter. 
Not even a kataluma was available. This 
Baby was born outside of everything, 
even the place where cattle might be 
accommodated for the night. The glory 
of it, the wonder of it! 


He passed the court, the palace, the 
dwelling place, the inn, even the kat- 
aluma. No baby could have been born 
lower. 


“She brought forth her firstborn son.” 
This means that Jesus was her eldest 
Child. But there is a larger meaning. 
Firstborn does not mean only first in 
time. It also means first in place, order, 
importance. 


He is the “Firstborn in creation.” 
Colossians 1:15. “Firstborn from the 
dead.” Colossians 1:18. “Firstborn 
among many brethren.” Romans 8:29. 


There, in that manger, the Son of 
God ... in the form of man, entered 
the life stream of our humanity. 



































LESSON NUMBER THREE 





December 31, 1950 
FRUITFUL BRANCHES 


John 15:1-5; Phil. 3:8-16 











EMORY TEXT: “Now are ye clean 
through the word which I have 
spoken unto you.” John 15:3. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “VINE.” 


Christ’s use of the vine as a symbol 
was not without precedent in Scrip- 
ture. Ancient Israel was designated 
by the same figure of speech in Psalm 
80:8-16. But when the Saviour char- 
acterized Himself at the true Vine, He 
was automatically putting aside the 
spurious plant which had proven a 
failure. 


Adhesion is not the word, but rath- 
er, fusion. It is union, not communion. 
Nothing less than vital union of the 
main stem, with branches, can be drawn 
from Christ’s words. 


The genius of Christian revelation 
lies in the fact that the believer be- 
comes united with Deity, without viola- 
tion of either personality. In the beau- 
tiful imagery of the vine, the relation 
of Christ to believer is as heart to 
heart, fibre with fibre, bark to bark. 
Pagan religion failed utterly to con- 
ceive of such a lofty mysticism as that 
revealed by Christ. 


The purpose of the husbandman with 
regard to the vine is unmistakable. 
He wants fruit. Accordingly, he culti- 
vates and fertilizes the soil; prunes 
and trims the plant. Thus, the believer 
is disciplined. Conduct must conform 
to “fruit bearing.” Contact with Christ 
produces character. Evil traits have to 
be pruned, cut off, taken away. 


The abiding branch is a growing, 
producing, expanding organism. Believ- 
ers in union with Christ are constantly 
in a process of improvement — grow- 
ing in grace, even though sometimes 
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writhing under the purging hand of 
the vine-dresser. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE iS PHILIP- 
PIANS 3:8. 


“Yea doubtless, and I count all 
things but loss for the excellency of 
the knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord.” 


Paul made no effort to compare the 
benefits realized in Christ, with what 
the world was able to offer. He simply 
lumped all of the latter in a heap and 
wrote over them, “Loss.” 


In this testimony, he certified that 
the possession of Christ was life for 
him, and enumerated benefits accruing 
as a result: 


(a) Knowledge of Christ (Philip- 
pians 3:8), with which the world was 
not worthy to be compared; 


(b) Righteousness, for he could have 
a purer soul through faith in Christ, 
than by strictest adherence to the Law; 


(c) Power (Philippians 3:10), for 
no power is equal to that of Christ’s 
resurrection; 


(d) Fellowship (Philippians 3:10), 
for tender relationship with Christ meets 
the deepest fraternal requirements of 
the soul; 


(e) Sacrifice, for to be conformed to 
His death means self crucifixion; 


(f) Activity, for he eagerly says, 
“I press on.” (Philippians 3:4) ; 


(g) Reward, the eternal prize seen 
ahead. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: CHRISTIAN 
LIFE MUST BE FRUITFUL. 


Christ was anxious that His disciples 
should bear fruit. He wanted to see 
results. He gave assignments and called 
for the execution of orders and com- 
missions outlined. This indicates that 
if we abide in Him, and invoke the 
spiritual power which His promises 
contemplate, we shall have the means, 
ability and grace to do our share as 
laborers in His harvest field. 


Today’s lesson emphasizes the fact 
that Christianity is life — the life of 
Christ in union with the believer. Sap 
flows from the vine, out through the 
branch, and this typifies the presence 
of the Holy Spirit. The true Church is 
therefore an organism, rather than a 
mere organization. 


Fruit automatically follows the com- 
ing of sap into the veins of the branch.

BEGINNING OF CHRIST’S 
MINISTRY 


Mark 1:1-20 











EMORY TEXT: “Thou art my be- 
loved Son, in whom I am well 


pleased.” Mark 1:11. 


(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “STRAIGHTWAY.” 


The present lesson introduces a study 
of the life of Jesus, drawn entirely from 
Mark’s account of the Lord’s earthly 
ministry. 


In this book, Jesus is seen as the 
mighty Worker, rather than the unique 
Teacher. It is the Gospel of God’s “Ser- 
vant the Branch” (Zechariah 3:8), as 
Matthew is the Gospel of the “Branch 
unto David” (Jeremiah 33:15). 
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The servant character of Christ is 
manifest throughout the book. The 
thread that unravels its contents is 
found in Mark 10:45, “For even the 
Son of man came not to be ministered 
unto, but to minister.” 








No genealogy is given by Mark. Ser- 
vants do not deal much in genealogies. 
Christ’s distinctive character, as pre- 
sented in this Gospel, is set forth in 
Philippians 2:6-8. 


But the lowly Servant, who emptied 
Himself of the “form of God,” “and 
was found in fashion as a man,” was 
nevertheless “the mighty God” (Isaiah 
9:6) as Mark declares. Mighty works 
authenticated His ministry. This Gospel 
is characteristically a record of deeds, 
rather than words. 


Mark wrote primarily for Gentiles, 
and there are elements that would ap- 
peal to the Roman mind, particularly 
the emphasis upon action and dispatch 
—with which the entire record is col- 
ored. 


The writer used an Arabic term, car- 
ried over into the Greek as eutheos, 
which came to us variously translated 
as “straightway,” “immediately,” etc. 
It suggests the tempo of our Lord’s 
ministry, the tremendous driving force 
which accompanied His deeds, as ob- 
served by Mark. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MARK 1:17. 


“Come ye after me, and I will make 
you to become fishers of men.” 


The subject of soul winning was 
prominent in the teachings of Christ, 
and is uppermost in the orders left 
to His church. It is reasonable to con- 
clude that He means for present-day 
disciples to try and “catch men,” with 
the same zeal and devotion as in the 
early days of the Church. 


Because of differences in ability, 
background and temperament, some may 
achieve greater visible results than oth- 
ers. But we are individually expected 
to do our best. If one is entirely fruit- 
less, he should ask a few searching, 
personal questions regarding his con- 
secration, and sincerity of purpose. 
The fields are white for the harvest 
and there is room for all to glean. 
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(3) THE KEY FACT: MARK’S GOS- 
PEL CONTAINS PRICELESS _IN- 
FORMATION FOR THE CHRISTIAN. 


Four important phases of Christ’s 
ministry are considered in today’s les- 
son: 


(a) His Baptism. The event occurred 
at a ford on the Jordan river and the 
rite was administered by the harbinger. 
The Holy Spirit hovered over the scene. 


(b) His Temptation. Matthew and 
Luke treat this experience at length, 
whereas Mark, in his usual terse man- 
ner, presents only a brief synopsis. 


(c) His Ministry. The great Galilean 
missionary program, reported in Mark 
1:14 represents the period when He 
passed from obscurity to public ac- 
claim. 


(d) His Call. Peter, Andrew, John 
and James were called to full time 
service. “And straightway they forsook 
their nets, and followed Him.” The 
Master is still calling for willing work- 
ers, to give Him the place of preference 
in all their affairs.

Mark 1:21-35

(1) THE KEY WORD OF THE LES- 
SON IS “TAUGHT.” 


On the desolate western shore of the 
Sea of Galilee, there is a mound of 
ruins, deserted save for a few wild 
animals and birds. This crumbling, 
sand-blown heap is the site of ancient 
Capernaum, once a bustling city and 
center of commercial activity in north- 
ern Palestine.

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It was called the Lord’s “own city 
in Matthew 9:1, and so far as having 
a fixed headquarters, this was true. 
Today’s lesson contains four incidents 
from His busy life, which took place 
at Capernaum. 


Jesus lived in a decadent age. He 
found only corrupt institutions await- 
ing Him, but use was made of them in 
order to get a public hearing. Syna- 
gogue worship had become polluted by 
a hypocritical priesthood. But He and 
the disciples frequently attended Jew- 
ish meetings on Sabbath days. 


Their presence usually created a com- 
motion. They were regarded as here- 
tics. Once, during a service, the leaders 
tried to throw the Master over a cliff. 


Our Lord always spoke with author- 
ity. No scribe dared say, “Come unto 
me and learn.” Where others argued, 
Christ announced. 


The scribes were experts in Talmudic 
law, but Jesus recognized only the in- 
spired Word. “Think not that I am come 
to destroy the law, or the prophets: I 
am not come to destroy, but to fulfill.” 


Matthew 5:17. 


Authority in religion is more than 
dogma. The latter often represents the 
view of an individual, a school of 
thought, or the decree of a council. The 
authoritative element comes from know- 
ing rather than theorizing. 


We need more authoritative preach- 
ing today, resulting from unqualified 
acceptance of the revealed Word. 
Preachers should speak, not only from 
memory, but spiritual experience. 


Many modern pulpits give forth neg- 
ative messages, which destroy faith by 
bringing the fundamental doctrines of 
Christianity into question. God works 
through the positive ... and never the 
negative. 


Persons who suffered had no trouble 
gaining an audience with the blessed 
Saviour. It was the passion of His 
heart to relieve pain. 


Following a visit to the Capernaum 
synagogue, He went to Peter’s home 
and found the disciple’s mother-in-law 
to be ill with a fever. With no query 
as to symptoms, but rather instant 
comprehension of her condition, He 
restored her health at a touch. Diag- 
nosis, treatment and convalescence were 
simultaneous.

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Word of His strange new style of 
teaching in the synagogue, and no doubt 
the miracle of healing in Peter’s home 
spread through the city. By dusk a 
myriad of afflicted folk had gathered. 
Luke notes that He healed them every 
one. Luke 4:41. 


(2) THE KEY VERSE IS MARK 1:35. 


“And in the morning, rising up a 
great while before day, he went out, 
and departed into a solitary place, and 
there prayed.” 


Jesus had the habit of going alone 
for prayer. If He felt a need for such 
times of spiritual refreshment and com- 
munion with the Heavenly Father, how 
much more ought we to cultivate the 
quiet hour! 


In our zeal to serve Christ, we may 
sometimes find ourselves giving out 
more than is taken in. Quantity, at those 
times, takes the place of quality. No 
Christian can afford to become so busy 
that he sacrifices Bible study, prayer 
and regular seasons of quiet devotion. 


Far from seeking opportunities for 
solitary prayer, the trend of our times 
is to avoid seclusion. There seems a 
dread of being alone. It may be that 
solitude induces thought, the last oc- 
cupation with which some people desire 
acquaintance. Being with the crowd 
and doing what it does, saves one the 
necessity of thinking. 


(3) THE KEY FACT: JESUS IS LORD 
OVER SIN, DISEASE AND DEMONS. 


The Saviour recognized sin as the 
basis of all life’s ills. John said that 
the ultimate purpose of His coming 
was to take “away the sin of the world.” 


We read (Mark 1:32) that He cured 
those who were “diseased and possessed 
with devils (demons).” He showed 
Himself to be the Christ triumphant— 
Lord over sin, disease and demons. 
“All hail the power of Jesus’ name, let 
angels prostrate fall. Bring forth the 
royal diadem and crown Him Lord 


of all.”
